Q. I moved to Boston ane months ago from Cleveland, Ohio. I’ve 
driven across country several times but never have I driven ina 
city with such bad drivers. You’d think they never had to pass 
driving tests. I’m sure they couldn’t! — L.C., Brookline. 

A. Boston seems to be the training ground for driving in New York 
City or Los Angeles. If you drive expecting the impossible and 
the irrational you will survive. But Boston doesn’t have the 
worst of drivers. In McKinney, Texas in 1966, a 75-year-old man 
in a 20 minute period received 10 traffic tickets, drove on the 
wrong side of the road four tirnes, committed four hit-and-run 
offenses and caused six accidents. 


Q. /saw-that picture of Sammy Davis hugging Richard Nixon at the 
White House reception for the POW’s. What’s with the guy, 
anyway? Didn’t he use to be tight with the Kennedys? — C.M., 
Brighton 

A. Nobody’s quite sure what makes Sammy run, apparently not 
even Sammy himself. Yes, in the early sixties, Davis, Frank 
Sinatra, Dean Martin, and then-Kennedy in-law Peter Lawford 
all supported and were closely associated with John F. Kennedy. 

- Apparently Sammy took it personally, though, when Pat Law- 
ford divorced Peter, and he has become a full-fledged Nixonite 
as well as one of the President’s closest non-indicted friends. 
Davis bristles at criticism from the Black community that he is a 
“white man’s nigger,” and points out that even after jumping on 
the Nixon bandwagon he has done benefits for Angela Davis and ' 
endorsed Bobby Seale for Mayor of Oakland. Exactly how much 
his stature has been diminished in the eyes of fellow Blacks 
remains unlearned, but George Kimball says “Sammy Davis is a 
disgrace to one-eyed people everywhere.” 


Q. Ihave a friend who talks on the phone for hours. I told her she 
had set a record when she talked to her boyfriend for 6 hours one 
night. Did she? — S.K., Allston. 

A. I’m afraid she didn’t. It seems college students in two dor- 
mitories at Kansas State University were connected without 
hanging up for 23 days (550 hours) in 1966. She may have set a 
talking record because no one knows what was said by the Kan- 
sas State students. I don’t imagine they just left the phone off 
the hook though. 

Q. I'ma journalism student at Boston University and I heard there 

was an alternative press conference recently. What happened? 

— T.P., Boston. 

A. The conference was held in Boulder, Colorado, June 9 & 10. 
There was a partial restructuring of the underground press syn- 
dicate.

Politics on the Rise 


By Kerry Gruson 

Item: A Puerto Rican family, escaping 
the racial tensions of a predominantly 
black housing project, is stopped at the 
entrance of their new home by a gang of 
white kids hurling rocks and epithets. The 
family turns around the truck loaded with 
belongings and drives right out of the 
almost all white South Boston project. 
This happened a month ago. 

Item: The first overbearing heat of the 
summer last week sparks mini-riots in 
heavily Latin sections of the South End 
and Roxbury-North Dorchester. 
Residents skirmish with police and 
firemen during the early part of the week. 

By week's end there’ve been at least 
two arrests, the sidewalks are pocked with 
large sand holes, and the bricks torn from 
the sidewalks to serve as weapons lie 
chipped and broken in the gutters. 

The city promises to provide sprinklers 
for hydrants during hot weather (kids tur- 
ning the water on first brought the cops 
and firemen into the community). The 
police chief congratulates his force on its 
cool during the week. The daily 
newspapers report that statement and 
very little else about the events. Local 
Spanish agencies alternately warn of the 
danger of new riots and talk about im- 
proved police-community relations. And 
Blanca Rivera, seven years in Boston, who 
lives in a Dudjey Street apartment right 
over the center of last week’s trouble, 
says: “‘We’re Puerto Rican so they don’t 
want us anywhere. The police treat us like 
we're no one. That’s the truth and for 
that truth I can be killed.” 

Item: At the end of the week Peter 


Richardson, the mayor’s community © 


relations man, meets with Latin leaders 
to set up a Spanish-speaking Commission 
which will advise White on how to deal 
with his newest, recently most volatile 
constituency. 

This is not even a sketchy summary in 
the life of Boston’s Spanish-speaking 
community, but these events by their in- 
cipient contradictions begin to give a fair 


picture. It is a community bowed by the 
problems of poverty greater now than the 
poverty of the blacks whom they are 
replacing at the bottom of the political, 
economic and social ladder; harried by 
the racism of blacks and whites; and torn 
from within by its diversity. 

Just waking to sense of a self, it is a 
community that has grown from about 
1500 people in 1960 to anywhere from 15,- 
000 to 75,000 today. (Statistics are a hot 
point of disagreement among local ‘ex- 
perts,’ as the numbers affect the 
legitimacy of the Spanish-speaking 
peoples’ claims for more attention, jobs, 
school programs, local and federal 
monies). 

Its birthday as a community is perhaps 
July 15 of last year when a Blackstone 
Park festival turned into rebellion as 
Boston’s Latins made their first group- 
political appearance in the now time 
honored and tested manner of the disen- 
franchised: burning, stoning the most ob- 
vious symbols of power of the Man — the 
cops and the ghetto merchants. 

Last year’s riot was sparked by an un- 
disciplined, overreacting police force 
plowing its way through the festival crowd 
to break up a small fight. A community 
press release described with a strange 
lyricism what happened then: “By Sun- 
day evening and Monday, the frustrations 
of long-standing were exploded in the 
wake of such abuse, causing many of the 
Spanish-speaking community to gather 
and recite to one another all the 
grievances that they have experienced: 
unemployment, slum housing, dis- 
crimination, racism.” 

That riot — and the resulting com- 
munity response — was almost as much a 
surprise to the Latinos as it was to the 
local political establishment. The Mayor 
hustled over from across town where he’d 
been pacifying an overflowing Rolling 
Stone concert. “‘Another part of my city is

The idea for 
Common Stock evolved from the 
group’s participation in the 
Honeywell Campaign of Clergy 
and Laity Concerned. (which 
seeks to force Honeywell Inc. to 
discontinue its production of 
anti-personnel weapons), and 
the Boston-based Daily Death 
pon nonviolent direct action 


“Our conversations wit 
employees of Honeywell an 
other Route 128 firms showed us 
that alienation and frustration, 
are present to an»alarming 
degree,” said a Common Stock 
spokesperson. ‘“We are a group of 
people addressing the corporate 
misuse of human and natural 
resources in a low-key, friendly 


setting. At Common Stock, we - 


will offer resources and some 
suggestions on how people can 
deal with that frustration, We 
have no magic solutions, but 
believe that people need to come 
together and evolve solutions.” 

Philip Berrigan, long-time ac- 
tivist in the civil rights and an- 
tiwar movements, destroyed 
draft records in Baltimore in 
1967 and in Catonsville, Md., in’ 
1968. While in prison for those 
acts, he was indicted and tried as” 
a member of the Harrisburg 
Eight,a group accused of plotting 


to kidnap Presidential advisor : 
Henry Kissinger. Berrigan was ° 


released from Danbury prison in 
December, 1972. Along with his 
brother, Jesuit Daniel Berrigan, 
he is an organizer, author and 
peace movement activist.

Reluctant Bombers 


The Roman Catholic stand on 
birth control is getting in the 
way of revolutionary I.R.A. 
bombers in Northern Ireland: 
the Catholic I.R.A. bomb makers 
‘ are reluctant to buy condoms — 
which are regarded as the most 
reliable timing device for 
firebombs. 

New Scientist Magazine 
reports that terrorists on both 
sides of the conflict—both I.R.A. 
and Protestant militants—are 
churning out illegal firebombs 
in underground factories. The 


most common and reliable bomb 
is an acid-filled condom placed 
against a highly incendiary 
material. Condoms are used 
because their uniform thickness 
allows bomb makers to predict 
how long it will take for the acid 
to eat its way through the rubber 
material and set off the 
firebombs. 

Protestant terrorists are 
reportedly buying up condoms 
by the thousands to make their 
bomb triggers; Catholic 
terrorists, however, with their 
natural aversion to the birth con- 
trol devices, are said, instead, to 
be resorting to highly unreliable 
balloons, which often split open 
too early. 

The I.R.A. has another reason 
for avoiding condoms: A 
Catholic youth recently 
attempted to purchase five 
dozen condoms from a chemist. 
The chemist became suspicious, 
called the police and, moments 
later, the Catholic youth—who 
was on the wanted list—was

Grounded 


Three American B-52 
crewmen have been grounded by 
the Air Force in Guam after they 
joined in a federal court suit to 
stop the U.S. bombing of Cam- 
bodia. 

The three officers—Captain 
James Strain, Captain Michael 
Flugger and Lieutenant Arthur 
Watson—were grounded this 
month under the Air Force’s 
“human reliability program.” 
The three had joined with 
Congresswoman Elizabeth 
Holtzman of New York and the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
last month in a suit designed to 
stop the bombing. 


The Air Force has declined to. 


say whether the federal court 
suit—which challenges Presi- 
dent Nixon’s right to bomb 
Cambodia without congressional 
approval—had anything to do 
with the grounding. The Air 
Force did say that the decision 
had been made by superior of- 
ficers on Guam after inter- 
viewing the men at Anderson air 
force base 


An Air Force spokesman said | 


the three were grounded under 
the ‘reliability program.” 
whereby crewmen can be dis- 
missed from flights which 
“might carry nuclear weapons.” 
The Air Force said that the 
Guam bombing flights to Cam- 
bodia do not handle any nuclear 
weapons at present, but said that 
the status of such flights ‘‘could 
be changed within a few hours’ 
notice.” One air force official ex- 
plained that the three men were 
pulled off the flight line 
“because their actions can’t be 
predicted.” 

The Air Force said that the 
only other officer grounded dur- 
ing the IndoChina conflict was 
Air Force Captain Michael 
Heck, who became a conscien- 
tious objector during the bom- 
bing of North Vietnam.

Even God’s Having Problems 


The Great Food Conspiracy

Even God has been having problems on 
the food-price scene. 

After Rennie Davis recently told us that 
the Divine Light movement would ac- 
complish in the ’70’s everything the New 
Left Movement had attempted but failed 
to accomplish in the ’60’s, a sceptic in the 
second row of the packed Lowell Lecture 
Hall asked Rennie what the Sat Guru 
thought about “‘counter-institutions, like 
food co-ops.” Rennie answered that the 
Maharaj Jists were organizing food co- 
ops, clinics, and other community pro- 
jects all over the world. What Rennie did 
not say was that the Divire Light 
Ashrams of Concord and Lexington had 
been expelled from the Mission Hill Food 
Co-op for non-participation. 

Leave us cast’ no aspersions on the 
Light. Though the Ashrams were the only 
“Blocks” ever thrown out of the Mission 
Hill Co-op (one of Boston’s largest), their 
main problem was that they were just too 
far away to play an active role in the co-op 
on a regular basis, and the Ashrams, 
which have since moved into the city, 
have now organized their own food co-op. 

Expulsion is rare in food co-ops, but 
non-participation is not. Since the 
counter-culture ‘food buying con- 
spiracies’” appeared about three years 
ago, they have been having problems. 
And the problems have raised at least two 
questions: 1. What is the purpose of a-co- 
op?; 2. What makes a co-op succeed or 
fail? 

Matthew Reich, recently deposed 
manager of the Hub’s largest co-op, The 
Boston Food Cooperative, Inc., estimates 
that two years ago there were 50 to 60 food 
co-ops in the Boston area. Now there are 
more like twenty. 

Jim O’Connor of the Mission Hill Co-op 
suggests that during these same two years 
the reasons for being in co-ops has also 
changed. Back in 1970 and 1971, he says, 


people believed co-ops would be “‘the im- . 


mediate instruments of sudden change. 
They expected the revolution to come 
overnight. Now most people in the co-op 
look on it as a way to get cheap food.” 

While the co-ops in the Boston area 
have been proliferating and withering 
during the past few years, their forms and 
their ideologies have been proliferating 
and withering too. 

The People First, the Dorchester com- 
munity organization famous for its role in 
the fall of Judge Troy, ran a food co-op for 
a while. When it folded it was $800 in the 
hole and owed money to just about 
everyone its members knew. Donna Finn 
of TPF blames the failure in large part on 
the attempts of the organizers to use the 
co-op to suck people into TPF actions like 
the fight against UMass, or the protest 
against the gas company rate hike. 

TPF members ran the co-op, and “only 
the young and hip were co-operating,” she 
says, “‘someone would come and say, ‘Can 
we help?’ And we said, ‘No, we’ve got 
things pretty well in hand.” But the com-

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munity member might be urged to do 
something else for TPF. The organizers, 
says Ms. Finn, would think, “Ah, we’ve 
got our hands on him, let’s use him.” 

Another mistake the TPF co-op made 
was selling on credit, so that bit by bit the 
co-op lost money. Monetary laxity and 
“serve the people” spirit allowed one 
woman who was in charge of collecting 
money to simply make off with someone 
else’s food check. Explains Finn, “She 
was sick and having an operation and has 
seven kids and her husband beats her’ — 
so they let it pass. 


Never on Credit 


“Never sell on credit,” is one of the 
cardinal rules of co-operation maintains 
Matthew Reich who has written a paper 
on the history of the co-operative move- 
ment in England and New England. The 


essay, is called ‘Patterns of Failure.” All 
co-ops, says Reich, begin with idealism, 
but, as they grow, apathy sets in, and 
with that, the success or failure of the co- 
op depends upon “the institutionalization 
of management structure.” 

“Based on the historical evidence,” he 
continues “I have concluded that these 
emerging young co-ops are all doomed to 
failure. Not one has built up capital 
reserves. Not one has instituted a stable 
management structure. Not one has in- 
stitutionalized its operation.” 

Not one, that is, except The Boston 
Food Co-op, which Reich himself found- 
ed. It began as a “food buying club” 
among students at the BU Department of 
General Education. It was a small, co- 
operative organization of young people, 
like most Boston area co-ops. The

Students and Psychiatric Insurance Ripoff 


A “rip-off” of college students in their 
insurance coverage for psychiatric care 
has been charged by Dr. Vernon D. Patch, 
Clinical Director of the College Mental 
Health Center of Boston, writing in an ar- 
ticle entitled “College Mental Health In- 
surance: The Fine-Print ‘Rip-Off ~ 
appearing in the May issue of the 
Metropolitan College Mental Health 
Association Newsletter. The College Men- 
tal Health Center of Boston, America’s 
first health maintenance organization for 
the psychiatric care of college students, 
comprises a score of Greater Boston in- 
stitutions of higher learning receiving a 
broad range of mental health services for 
their student bodies of nearly 70,000, 
more than 50 percent in the area. 

Dr. Patch urged “each university ad- 
ministrator, each college health ad- 
ministrator and every college health ser- 
vice psychiatrist" to review “in careful 
detail” the mental health of psychiatric 
insurance coverage currently offered to 
students at the individual college or un- 
iversity. Dr. Patch said the ‘‘ugly 


coverage for psychiatric-care of eollege 
students in inpatient settings had made 
themselves known to the College Center, 
which is now eight years old. 

He stated: ‘Time after time, college 
students, hospitalized in the College 
Center Infirmary, or their parents, had 
failed to read the fine print in the health 
insurance plan offered on a voluntary or 
compulsory basis to students by colleges 
in the metropolitan Boston area. All too 
often, to their amazement, disappoint- 
ment, chagrin. and anger the following 
limitations were discovered: 


“1. No hospital psychiatric care was 
covered if the student made a 
suicidal attempt. 


“2. No hospital psychiatric care was 
covered if the student had abused 


drugs. 


“3. No hospital psychiatric care was 


provided during the first six 


months of coverage. 


“4. No hospital psychiatric care was 
provided if the student was judged 
to have suffered illness related to a 
“pre-existing” condition. 


“5. Since the psychiatric care was op- 
tional rather than compulsory, 
and therefore not automatically 
provided in the basic health in- 
surance coverage offered by the 

university, the student found 
himself with no coverage for psy- 
chiatric care whatsoever. 


“The fact that these limitations in the 
provision of comprehensive psychiatric 
care were offered to college students in the 
first place amounts to an indictment for 
shortsightedness on the part of ad- 
ministrators, college health physicians, or 
the insurance companies themselves. 
Viewed in the extreme, it appeared in 
some instances that college students had 
been sold mental health insurance that 
provided- care for everything but mental 
illness. All too often, in fact, the insurance 
companies would refuse to pay for in- 


patient psychiatric hospitalization on the 


ground of “‘a pre-existing condition” when 
the student had done no more than meet 
on several occasions with a high school 
counselor. In fact, when a student whose 
psychiatric history at the point of hospital 
admission revealed experimentation with 
drugs (even marijuana), the insurance 
carrier was quick to note the exclusion for 
drug abuse and refuse payments for 
hospital care. Finally, in an apparent ex- 
treme of absurdity, some insurance 
policies actually excluded coverage for 
hospital psychiatric care of that student 
who had made a suicidal gesture ot 
suicidal attempt.” 

Dr. Patch revealed that efforts of the 
College Center staff to date have 
“generally met with positive responses” 
as college administrators or health service 
officials have been informed of the ‘“‘ex- 
treme and occasionally absurd 
limitations” in the mental health 
coverage they have been offering to 
students. He added: “‘Generally colleges 
have seen the néed for shifting from a 
voluntary health insurance plan to a com- 
pulsory plan.”

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Throwing Block Beauty and the Beast

_ There are the arts of Mars; and there 
are the arts of Venus. Recently, women 
training in the various martial arts — 
Karate, Aikido, Judo, Jojo — held a con- 
ference to share their skills; Mars and 
Venus were kept pretty much separate: 
during the day we played at war, and dur- 
ing the night at dancing and poetry. 
About 175 women, mainly from Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
gathered in the comforting setting of a 
small boys’ summer camp in the Poconos. 
Women versed in the several forms of 
Eastern fighting taught classes, and the 
whole conclave discussed the personal 
and political implications of rape, aggres- 
sion and defense, as well as other topics 
on people’s minds — the gay-straight split 
in the women’s movement, health care, 
‘and working as feminists within the struc- 
tures of the traditional martial arts 
schools. 

Camp Owega for Boys, judging by the 
plaques and pictures on the walls, was a 
place where little fellows play at being In- 
dians and settlers, before going out in the 
world to become real estate brokers. In 
the dining hall, the names of those 
campers who had made it as “Seminoles, 
1973” or achieved recognition for long- 
distance hiking during Frontier Week 
were neatly stuck on boards with punch- 
tape. Next door in the gym, an Andy 
Warhol-like exhibition of dozens of posed 
camper and counselor pictures, in color, 
covered one wall. The well-fed boyish 
faces and their canoe paddles stared out 
at us Friday evening as we did warm-ups 
with a karate instructor. We practiced 
punches at the groin, the eyes, the chest; 
lined up in rows along the length of the 
room, women jerked out sidekicks in what 
looked, from a slight distance, like a more 
energetic form of the stroll. As I was try- 
ing to remember which hand punches and 
which blocks, I kept looking over at all 
those campers. Boy, do they have a head 
start. 

For many of the women there, the 
weekend was one of their first experiences 
at that much physical activity all at once. 
I had been taking Tae Kwon Do, a form of 
Korean karate for the last year, but not 
with much success. Although my teacher 
is excellent and the other students sup- 
portive, I still have problems. Not that 
I'm not motivated. When I decided to 
take karate, I had just been chased down 
my street by one very businesslike man 
and two of his friends, who followed in a 
car. It scared me. They seemed awfully 
serious. So I wanted to learn how to kill 
with my bare hands; I really did. 
However, I was the kind of little girl who 
had to use feminine wiles in order to be 
allowed to play baseball with the girls; 
also, I'm double-jointed, and I found that 
when I tried to do a side-kick, which re- 
quires standing on one leg, I fell over. I 
was beginning to resign myself to fending 
off would-be assailants with pluck and a 
ready wit, when I heard about the 


weekend. I decided to give it one more try. 
Also, I’d heard it was pretty country; so if 
I couldn’t cut it on the playing fields, I 
figured I could still sit and look at the 
trees. 

The Conference was by far one of the 
better organized things I'd ever been to; 
especially after the phantom Feminist 
Party fiasco in Boston. The classes and 
warm-up sessions were nicely balanced 
against hour-long discussions, leisurely 
and nourishing vegetarian meals, times 
for swimming in the camp lake, and par- 
ties in the evenings. We stayed in boy-size 
cabins (which seemed a bit plush, what 
with showers and all, for would-be 
Seminoles; better than real Seminoles 
have, probably) and there was always 
more than enough food to go round — 
hearty servings of fruit. vegetables, nuts 
and rice. All this was accomplished for the 
fee of $9 per woman, with some money left 
over to buy beer. 


Falling Over 


Most of the classes were held out of 
doors. As a hundred pound weakling, I 
was pleased to find out that there are 
forms of the martial arts in which the 
whole point is to fall over. something I 
seem to be good at. In Aikido, for in- 
stance, one learns a series of front and 
back rolls; the point is to get out of the 
way as fast and painlessiv as possible. 
One also learns how to move in such a way 
as to put the ‘attacker’ off balance, caus- 
ing (him) to fall to the ground, so you can 
make your getaway. In Jujitsiu, one works 
with the momentum of the attacker; for 
example, one person comes up to another 
with upraised knife, ai] set to stab; the 


‘victim’ grabs the knife arm, pushing it 
down in the direction it’s already going, 
then easily pulling it back up, twists the 
arm over the attackers’ head, and next 
thing you know, the varmint’s on the 
ground, having his knife stolen. With 


some of these methods, it was explained, 


one could break a person’s hand, with 
proper placement of one’s own hands and 
a good twist. 

It was heady stuff throwing people to 
the ground; but then, we were sparring 
with our friends, who would patiently 
wait until we figured out which hand went 
where, and then fall obediently to the 
mat. Some of us still wondered how effec- 
tive all this would be in real life — falling 
to a sidewalk, or having to maneuver in a 
hallway. Ann Siket, a black belt, and in- 
structor at the New York Women’s 
Center, was asked what one could do 
against, well, guns for instance. It turned 
out there isn’t so much you can do against 
a gun. She had one tactic for turning a 
gun away from you, then turning round 
and letting them have it, but it just look- 
ed too neat, requiring an extraordinary 
amount of control. It takes a lot of prac- 
tice with a squirt gun, and even then... . 
Also, there are some uses of knives, which 
I suspect most knifers know already, 
against which one is powerless. 
Throughout the sessions, those of us who 
can’t see ourselves going after any color 
belt were mainly concerned with whether 
these techniques were_ going to keep us 
alive, or not. The instructors, however, 
tended to get off on the artistic part of the 
martial arts, much like poets admiring 
the line breaks in a poem about suicide. 
We were assured that only by long study 


of the formalized falls, the five-step block- 
ing Katas (forms), and a gradual develop- 
ment of both muscular strength and 
speed, could we reasonably hope to feel 
safe on the streets. 


Rather Depressed 


But despite the fact that the conference 
was so well organized, entertaining and 
stimulating, I ended up being rather 
depressed by it all. That women should 
become physically strong, should learn to 
respect their bodies for what they can do 
as well as how they look, and learn to take 
care of them with better diet and exercise, 
is great. And certainly the lessons of the 
various martial arts, the hitting power one 
can have in karate, the speed and skill of 
Aikido make one feel stronger and more 
confident. But I could not, during the 
weekend, shake the feeling that I was in 
some-kind of more relaxed, more festive 
army training camp. The enemy we were 
preparing to defend ourselves against was 
Out There Somewhere — faceless, 
overwhelming, cowardly, deaf, and in- 
corrigable. “Men” are out to get us, 
perhaps not all of them, but the ones who 
aren’t we aren’t interested in. Those men 
— the maniacs, rapists, womanhandlers 
— were, after all, the reason we were up 
there in the first place. If it weren’t for 
them, we wouldn’t need boot camp. I’m 
not denying that any woman who lives in 
a city these days is in real danger; but the 
fascination of women, traditionally, for 
the worst sorts of men — the Beauty and 
the Beast or Jane Eyre and Mr. Rochester 
motif — still does not seem to have been 
dispelled by the women’s movement.

With Walpole bubbling again and this 


state’s corrections system still in a state of 
flux, rationality seems to have escaped 
the entire situation. Not even the state 
legislators who should have realized by 
now that this is a serious situation, one 
that should be above politics and harsh 


rhetoric, are displaying any signs that - 


they are going to do anything more than 
rant and witch hunt. 

Legislators’ mail is usually around 90 
percent requests from constituents for 
help of one kind or another, 5 percent 
complaints about state actions and about 
5 percent on issues. Perhaps half these 
constituent letters ask for the legislator’s 
stand on a key issue. Usually the voter 
will get a form letter explaining how the 
rep or senator is still reviewing the issue 
and how important he feels the bill (ac- 
tion, situation) to be. 

State Senator Francis X. McCann, 
whose district includes most of Cam- 
bridge, Ward 22 or Brighton and the town 
of Belmont, is trying something, though. 
At least when asked for his stand and in- 
formation on the prison situation. 

McCann is making available to his con- 
stituents a copy of the May, 1973 edition 
of “American Opinion”, a monthly 
pamphlet published in Belmont. 
“American Opinion” is an organ of the 


_John Birch Society and the particular 


issue McCann is mailing out deals with 
prison reform, particularly — reform 
in Massachusetts. 


John O. Boone runs the 

prisons in Massachusetts, 
having been formally recom- 
mended for the job by Whit- 
ney Young, alongtime Marx- § 
ist and violent advocate of 
Black Power. Boone is of 
course heavily praised in the 
Communist Daily World. 
Between 1966 and 1969, he 
worked for the Southern 
Regional Council — identi- 
fied in the sworn testimony 
of former top Communist 
Manning Johnson as a 
Communist Front. 
Boone’s top aid (who is paid 
with federal funds) has been 
convicted of a felony in fed- ~~ 
eral court, has recently been 
indicted for perjury, and 
was brought in by Boone 
from Georgia, where he too 
worked for the Red Front 
Southern Regional Council.

gang xnown as the Students. for a~

splinter is never identified) and describes 
the “deteriorating” conditions of systemis 
in other states.

tions Commissioner John Boone as a 
Communist agent out to reduce the 
Massachusetts system to rubble.

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Gloucester Couple Strikes Blow for Women

Frontiero vs. Richardson. Store that in 
your head right beside Brown vs. The 
Board of Education. Some day it may be 
just as important for women as Brown has 
been for blacks. 

Sharon and Joe Frontiero, who grew up 
together on the same street in Gloucester, 
were “struck as a bit unfair” two and one 
half years ago by a law that said Sharon, 
who was then a lieutenant at the 


Montgomery Air Force Base, could not 


receive a $120 monthly housing allowance 
and medical benefits automatically 
granted married male officers. 

The Air Force denied her the benefits 
because her husband, Joe, earned more 
than half of his own support. Male officers 
are granted the allowances no matter how 
much their wives earn. 

For a year Lt. Frontiero, who left the 
Air Force last ‘year as a captain, was 
bounced from agency to department to 


bureau in an attempt to get what was’ 


rightfully hers “through channels.” Final- 
ly, she and Joe, then a student at Hun- 


'” tingdon College in Montgomery, went to 


Montgomery lawyer Joe Levin, who was 
active in civil rights and poverty cases 
and has since formed the Southern Pover- 
ty Law Center. 

“We told him all about what we had 
been through and by the time we were 
finished he was jumping up and down, 

- yelling “You’ve got a case! You’ve got a 
case!’,”’ Mrs. Frontiero said. 


An 8-1 Decision 
They lost the case in an Alabama 


federal district court and immediately | 


appealed the case to the Supreme Court, 
where, with the help of Levin and a team 
_ of ACLU feminist lawyers, they won an 8- 
1 decision with Associate Justice and Nix- 
on appointee William H. Rehnquist dis- 
senting. 

The immediate results of the case are 
that Mrs. Frontiero is expected to receive 
approximately $2000 in retroactive hous- 
ing allowances and that the 6000 married 
women in the armed services will be 
receiving the benefits as easily as their 
male counterparts. 

No one is questioning the importance of 
the decision to women’s rights but it could 
have been even more important if the 
eight justices in the majority had not split 
4-4 on the question of whether any law 
based on sex discrimination should be 
automatically suspect. Such a ruling 
would have made Frontiero an exact 
parallel to Brown. 

Associate Justices William O. Douglas, 
William J. Brennen Jr., Bryon White and 


Thurgood Marshall voted to make sex a 
“suspect category” for discrimination as 
race and alienage are now. 

Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Associate Justices Lewis F. Powell, Harry 
A. Blackmun and Potter Stewart declined 
to go along with this interpretation. All 
except Stewart said it was premature to 
take this step since the Equal: Rights 
Amendments to the Constitution may yet 
be ratified by the required 38 states. So 
far, it has been ratified by only 30 states, 
one of which has already rescinded its ac- 
tion, and the chances for total ratification 
are beginning to look unpromising. 

Despite the failure of the court to go all 
the way this time the decision is being 
hailed as a “landmark” case for women’s 
rights. Frontiero was only the second time 
in Supreme Court history that it has 
heard a case claiming sex discrimination. 
The first case, Reed vs. Reed in 1971, in- 
volved an Idaho law requiring the ap- 


pointment of a male executor of an estate. 


rather than a female when there are two 
equally qualified applicants of different 
sexes. The law was taken off the books in 
Idaho before the case reached the court, 
which ruled the law was unconstitutional. 

Ruth Ginsberg, one of the ACLU 
lawyers who argued the Frontiero case, 
said Reed vs. Reed was not especially 
significant to the women’s movement 
because the decision was “terse and 
vague” and did not set an important 
precedent. She said the Frontiero decision 

“of tremendous ee. It’s a giant 
from Reed.” 


Sex is Suspect 


Atty. Ginsberg said Frontiero means 
that all state and federal laws that use sex 
as basis of discrimination become “highly 
suspect” in the eyes of the court. There 
are literally hundreds of laws other than 
the one the Frontieros contested (the suit 
was filed in the names of both Sharon and 
Joe against Eliot Richardson, then 
Secretary of Defense) that fall under this 
category, including Social Security and 
other employment benefit laws and tax 
laws that automatically grant husbands 
financial benefits if they support their 
wives but demand wives prove they 
provide a specific percentage of their 
husbands’ support before they can receive 
equal benefits. 

In other words, the law assumes wives 
are dependent on their husbands for sup- 
port at all times but that only under 
specific standards are husbands ever 
dependent on wives for their support. 

“We hope that eventually that before 


the law husband and wife will be looked 
at as mutually dependent — financially, 
emotionally and in other ways,” said Mrs. 
Frontiero. 

Atty. Ginsberg feels the courts may at 
some point make sex a suspect category of 
discrimination if Congress and state 
legislatures do not respond soon to the 
Frontiero decision by changing laws that 
discriminate on the basis of sex. 

“The courts would like to see this done 
in a nice way by the legislatures, but if it 


. doesn’t happen that way then they'll’ 


move as they did after Brown when states 
refused to desegregate,” Atty. Ginsberg 
said. 

She also pointed out that laws that de- 
mand women prove their husbands are 
dependent upon them are “a double edg- 
ed discrimination. Joe suffered just as 


much as Sharon by not receiving the~ 


dependency allowance.” 
Rational Test 


Traditionally, all discrimination cases 
except those that involve a suspect 


‘category (race and alienage only) are 


decided on a “rational basis’’ test, accor- 
ding to Atty. Levin. Under this test a law 
that discriminates can be upheld if the 
state can produce a rational basis for the 
discrimination. The Reed case, Levin 
said, was decided on this basis; Frontiero 
was not. 

In Reed, the state claimed the law was 
constitutional ‘because there are valid 
reasons for its existence: that men were 
more experienced in the world of business 
and therefore were better able to execute 
an estate. The court declared against the 
state because this was not a “rational 
basis” for the law — not because any law 
based on sex discrimination is un- 
constitutional. 

In Frontiero, Levin explained, the 
justices departed for the first time in a sex 
discrimination case from making their 
decision on the rational basis test. “They 
decided the case somewhere between 
rational basis and a suspect category 


‘test,”’ Levin said in a telephone interview. 


“Under the traditional rational basis test 
I doubt the law would have been knocked 
down.” 

If sex was to become a suspect category 
like race and alienage it would mean the 
court was admitting that sex is an “im- 
mutable characteristic, an accident of 
birth,” Levin said. 

Levin feels sex may not be declared 
“suspect” until the makeup of the court 
changes but he isn’t too worried about 
that — he thinks women’s rights cases 


-will get nearly as far.with the Frontiero_ 


precedent. 


“As long as the courts ‘ecratintae- 


statutes involving sex discrimination very 
closely I'm not so concerned about the 
suspect category. And with the direction 
the court is taking in this case laws in- 
volving sex discrimination will have to be 
looked. at carefully.” 

The Frontieros moved back to 
Gloucester when Sharon was discharged 


last year. They live in a three-room apart- 


ment not far from the street where they 
grew up. “I don’t want to be classified as 
the perfect Gloria Steinnem type or the 
perfect Doris Day type,”’ Mrs. Frontiero 
said. 

“IT wasn’t a feminist when. we started 
the case, I was just really mad,” she said. 
Now she belongs to the Cape Ann 
Feminists. 


She joined the Air Force hia she was. 
still attending the University of Connec- 


ticut, The Air Force offered to pay her a 
second li¢utenant’s salary her senior year 
if she agreed to serve in the Air Force 


‘three years after graduating. 


No Harsh Words 


She has no harsh words for the Air 
Force, was not harassed by them or any 
other government agency while the suit 
was pending. Her promotions came 
without any ‘hitches and she received 
regular six month officer efficiency 
reports which were as favorable after the 
case was filed as they were before the 


‘case. She said the major reason she did. 


not stay in the Air Force “is because | 
don’t like the idea of not being able to 
choose where I can live.” 

Mrs. Frontiero now works as a physical 
therapist at an Ipswich nursing home and 
has private patients of her own in the 
Gloucester area. Her husband, who 
attended BU before transferring to Hun- 
tingdon, is a chemist at the Portsmouth 
Naval Shipyard in New Hampshire. 

The two and half year fight has left the 
Frontieros not only with a certain well- 
deserved, if somewhat obscure, “fame” 


(they agree that winning a Supreme Court 


case “‘was a real rush’’)but with the con- 
viction that the judicial system had got 
something to offer that other straight in- 
stitutions don’t have. 

“The courts,” said Joe, “can treat 
things as they should be. Congress has to 
worry about what will sell. The courts 
have a chance to apply the concepts of the 
Constitution, they can look at things nor- 
matively.”

The Af termath of Senate 


Redistricting 


By Martin Lomansey Jr. 

The fight over the state Senate 
redistricting has turned out to be the 
Massachusetts legislature’s Vietnam 
War: an ill-conceived, ill-fated adventure 
from the beginning which has resolved 
nothing, created anomosity at home and 
destroyed credibility. 

After the first redistricting plan was 
vetoed by the governor and that veto up- 
held by a coalition of House Republicans, 
Democratic liberals and the Black Caucus 
(see last week’s Ward 8), the Senate 
leadership hastily cooked up a new plan, 
rammed it through the Election Laws 
Committee and hurried it onto the floor. 
This new alignment would have put most 
(but not all) of Boston’s black precincts 
into a district with liberal, Jewish 
Brookline, now represented by the out- 


spoken Jack Backman. 

Senate liberals — all of whom voted for 
the original plan — suddenly had a 
change of heart and bolted the leadership 
on the Brookline-Roxbury plan. The 
seven — Backman, Irving Fishman of 
Newton, Alan Sisitsky of Springfield, 
Chet Atkins of Acton, John Olver of 
Amherst, Ed Burke of Framingham and 
Allan McKinnon of Weymouth — even 
went so far as to apoligize publicly for 
their first vote. 

What killed the new plan, though, were 
the defections of regular Democrats 
James Rurak of Haverhill and Joe Timilty 
of Boston from the leadership cause. 
Rurak has a checkered voting record and 
no one is quite sure why he voted against 
the plan. Timilty’s move, on the other 


hand, was a very clear calculated risk. 
The former Boston city councilor very 
much wants to be mayor of Boston. He 
does not like being a senator and took the 
seat only as a political holding action un- 
til the next mayoral contest in 1975. By 
voting with the Black Caucus on the se- 
cond plan — amidst great publicity — he 
scored innumerable goody points with the 
black community. If Dapper O’Neil or 
Louise Day Hicks is his mayoral opponent 
in ’75, he wins the black vote handily. If 
Kevin White runs again, Timilty at least 
avoids getting totally wiped out in Rox- 
b 


ury. 

Timilty will of course face retribution 
from the Senate leadership but the loss of 
committee position and general clout is 
not nearly as important to him as solidify- 


ing his position as a mayoral candidate. 

The seven liberal votes, the Republican 
votes and the votes of Rurak and Timilty 
gave the anti-plan forces 16 votes — not 
enough to kill the new version outright 
but more than enough to uphold an ex- 
pected gubernatorial veto. The leadership 
saw the plan was doomed and the House 
killed the new version on a voice vote last 
Monday, June 11. 

It is now back to the drawing board for 
Senate Majority leader Joe DiCarlo of 
Revere who cooked up the first two plans. 
He will not be back with a new plan in a 
hurry. In fact it may be a month or more 
before we hear what DiCarlo has to say. 

The ramifications of this bitter fight, 
however, will be felt for the rest of this 
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Severing the Methodist Connection

The dispute between the Rev. Dr. 
William B. Alberts and United Methodist 
Bishop Edward G. Carroll was easy 
enough to take sides on, and the vote by 
the ministerial delegates of the Southern 
New England Annual Conference was 
that clear: the pastor of Boston’s Old 
West Church was officially — and in- 
voluntarily — retired. 

A counting of the ballot June 8. 
however, is only the most superficial un- 
derstanding of the affair. While all parties 
to the controversy—the pastor, the 
bishop, the conference Board of Ministry, 
and the ministerial delegates 
themselves—seemed convinced of their 
own rightness, nobody is saying he is hap- 
py with the situation as it now stands. 

It's even more complicated than that. 
Because within the emotion and political 


maneuvering which has characterized the 


battle, the matter may well not come to a 
final end until July 1, or even much later. 
July 1 is the Sunday on which Alberts 
will officially cease being pastor of Old 
West. and will become officially “retired” 
from his United Methodist connection. 
No options seem possible, at this point, to 
rescind the conference action; However, 
the “retirement” forced upon the Boston 
cleric is not, per se, a final one; the way 
was left open for him to return to his 
former status at a later date. Even as a 
retired man, Alberts could still receive an 
“appointment” by the bishop. 

The most likely appointment could be 
the compromise which was almost reach- 
ed during the week of conference: a year’s 
sabbatical leave. As the conference vote 
neared, Bishop Carroll made clear that he 
would not at this time, under any cir- 
cumstances, appoint Alberts to Old West, 
or to any other church. The only com- 
promise left was the sabbatical 
leave—which does count as an appoint- 
ment. 

On the Monday before the conference 
vote, it looked like the compromise was 
possible. The conference board of

ministry had accepted from Alberts a list 
of conditions for the sabbatical. Chief 
among the provisions: that Alberts 
receive a written guarantee from the 
bishop of an appointment the following 
year, “at a salary commensurate” with 
his Old West income, and that the Old 
West pastor receive a sabbatical income 
package of $18,500—or $1,000 more than 
he got from the church last year. 

Both the bishop and the controversial 
pastor had indicated verbal agreement to 
the sabbatical. But when the board’s con- 
ditions were presented the bishop, the 
bishop said no. specifically objecting to 
the financial arrangement and the 
guarantee of appointment. The word from 


the bishop: that the sabbatical would 
have to be non-conditional. 

An unconditional sabbatical (which 
would have put Alberts’ income at less 
than half of what he made last year) was 
turned down by Alberts. The conference 
board was caught in the middle, and 
decided to give the pastor up until the 
time of debate to accept the uncon- 


. ditional sabbatical. If Alberts wouldn’t 


agree, he was told, the board’s alternative 
recommendation would be the retire- 
ment. And that was the matter which 
came to the floor. 

During the debate, Alberts said he 
would prefer a church trial to the forced 
retirement—but the one attempt made in 


that respect was ruled out of order on a 
technicality, and was not essayed again at 
a later date. After the vote, Alberts penn- 
ed the following letter to the delegates: 

“... Yesterday, my request for a church 
trial was rejected under the pretense of 
protecting me. Yesterday, there was a 
trial and conviction and you were part of 
that kangaroo court. If you do not vote 
before the end of this conference Sunday 
that I be granted a church trial, this letter 
will become my official letter of resigna-. 
tion from the ministry of the United 
Methodist Church... 

The trial was not granted, and Alberts 
is now considering his date of resignation 
to be July 1, unless a compromise is 
‘reached first. The compromise sought by 
Alberts and his supporters is a single- 
condition sabbatical, the one condition 
being the salary package of $18,500. If 
that is not granted, Alberts said in a 
telephone interview, he would “resign,” 
not retire from the denomination. Bishop 
Carroll, carefully not committing himself 
to any specific denouement, told the 
Phoenix that the sabbatical could be a 
possibility, “‘a little later on.” For his 
part, Alberts said he was. further 
delineating his reasons to his ministerial 
colleagues. In short, some compromise 
may still be possible. 

Lest it seem that the conference action 
has been a completely losing battle for the 
Old West minister, it should be noted 
that the retirement vote was by no means 
unanimous, and the events leading up to 
the vote practically cleared Alberts of the 
previous charge that he was psy- 
chologically “sick.” Letters from two psy- 
chiatrists and a psychotherapist had con- 
vinced the conference board of at least the 
technical incorrectness of that allegation. 

There were obviously other issues, 
however, which led to the present situa- 
tion. They are complex issues, dealing 
with the nature and style of ministry. And 
they have not heretofore been lined out in 
the media. Next week, The Phoenix will 
delineate the reasons behind the action.

_ session and probably on into 1974. Some 


results are already clear: 

The Black Caucus has established 
itself as a power. It did a good job of stage- 
managing the original plan’s defeat and 
the quashing the second plan. The 
Caucus has proven its ability to use the 
media to generate pressure on the 
legislature and, on the whole, the five 
black reps simply cannot be treated light- 
ly any longer by the leadership. 

The new redistricting plan will have 
to include a Boston district that takes in 
Ward 4 (the South End), Wards 8, 9, 11 
and 12 (Roxbury), Ward 14 (North 
Dorchester) and part of Ward 10 (Jamaica 


Plain). These wards are predominately 


black and there would be a black senator 
in the legislature in 1975 as a result. More 
than likely the Black Caucus will agree to 
Roval Bolling Sr., the senior member of 
the group, seeking the seat and he would 
win handily. 

The district may, however, include one 
or two precincts in Ward 18 (Mattapan). 
This would be a way for the leadership to 
get back at Timilty since his home 
precinct would be included. That would 
force him to either run in a district he can- 
not win or move out of his home precinct, 
becoming — in effect — a carpet bagger. 
Whether the leadership will be as heavy- 
handed as all that remains to be seen. 


Senator William Bulger of South 
Boston will still get a district he can win 
easily. Bulger was the source of all this 
grief to begin with by insisting black 
wards not be added to his district so that 
a black could challenge him in 1974. The 
gerrymandering that took place (at- 
taching Charlestown to his South Boston 
base) set off the uproar. Bulger will now 
get a district that includes his original 
district plus parts of other white, blue- 
collar wards now represented by Joe 
Walsh and Arthur Lewis. Lewis and 
Walsh would then have their districts 
pushed further into the suburbs. 

Jack Backman and Irving Fishman, 
two Senate liberals who voted against the 
second plan, may find themselves in the 
same district. The top plan under con- 
sideration would put Brookline 
(Backman) and Newton (Fishman) in one 
district. If such a realignment is made, 
Fishman will probably retire; leaving the 
liberal Backman with a perfect district. 


natorial veto of the first plan and with the 
House leadership for not holding the par- 
ty line intact. his comments prior to the 
vote on the second plan were as vitriolic as 
any he has ever made; accusing House 
members of political penis envy as he 
suggested that all those who voted against 
the plan wanted to be senators.

The liberal bloc in the House 
has now clearly broken with the 
leadership, forming an effective coalition 
with the Black Caucus and the 
Republicans which should hold up on 
many issues. Caught in no man’s land, 
however, is liberal leader John Buckley of 
Abington. He has lost ‘his position as the 
leader of that group by supporting the 
leadership on both plans but cannot work 
in with Bartley, et al. He will probably

in flames,” he told the crowd before 
rushing off stage. 

By Monday night a group of Latin com- 
munity leaders, working together despite 
old differences — some for the first time, 
formed a nameless committee to meet 
with the Mayor, the press, and the police: 
The group also organized a discipline 
squad — youths wearing orange T-shirts 
with black equal signs stencilled on the 
back — to calm the neighborhood. 
Wednesday, rain broke the summer heat, 


. but the riot fires had — been put 


out. 


Sense of Identity 


What has not gone out almost a year 
later is the sense of identity that fused 
together the community. While there are 
no elected Latin officials to appeal to, no 
block of voters to deliver to potentially 
cooperative politicians of other ethnic 
persuasions (less than a quarter of the 
Spanish speaking residents of Boston are 
registered), Boston’s Latinos are now a 
politically visible and thus politically 
significant group. 

By all the conventional standards used 
to measure a community’s political mus- 
cle in Boston, the Latins are nowhere: No 
effective ward bosses, no voters, no 
patronage jobs, no jobs period. Their 
power in large part is the kind of power 
blacks discovered after Watts — the 
power to produce fear, to convincingly 


threaten the haves. Being an intangible, i it 
is as much abused as well used. However 
tenuous his or her links to the people who 
took to the street, ‘Remember Blackstone 
Park” (and perhaps now Dudley Street) 
has become stock in trade for every aspir- 
ing Spanish-speaking politico trying to 
squeeze something out of the establish- 
ment. And to the extent that this power is 
based solely on the shock value of 
Blackstone Park, it is eventually illusion. 


Some Tangible Gains 


There have been some tangible gains: 
for instance, a sharp increase in both the 
numbers and status of Spanish-speaking 
employees at Action for Boston Com- 
munity, Development (ABCD), Boston’s 
anti-poverty agency; and a growing 
awareness of the needs and special 
problems of Latinos at other government 
agencies. That has meant more and more 
material available in Spanish, and here 
and there even a Spanish speaking person 
hired to help the large numbers of recent 
arrivals who don’t speak English. (An 
ABCD study found two thirds of the peo- 
ple it surveyed-did not speak English). 

But in many cases these small begin- 
nings only act as a measure of the 
magnitude of the problems and of the 
very real insensitivity if not outright 
racism of those directly responsible for 
serving the community. 

Take the case of Norma Bubier, an at- 
tractive young white social worker at the 
Welfare Department’s Roxbury Crossing 


office. She has been with the Welfare ; 


Department for two and a half years’ and

had excellent recommendations from her 
supervisor. Until last» December. Just 
before Christmas she married Raphael 
Rodriguez, a militant black Puerto Rican 
organizer and welfare recipient. Her 
supervisor’s next two evaluations were 
bad. Her boss, who told her before her 
marriage that he preferred Norma’s 
earlier boyfriends, complained of insubor- 

» dination and poor case work. The ex- 
amples he picked out were all Puerto 
Rican families Norma was working with. 
Normd was fired. 

Roxbuty Crossing, known for its large 
numbers of crusading young social 
workers willing to fight for recipient 
rights, has had three directors over the 
last year and a half. The current director 
and his regional boss refused to intervene 
for Norma. It took a trip to Welfare Com- 
missioner Minter’s office with a large 
number of her fellow social workers and 
150 Rican and Anglo community 
residents — many Norma’s clients — and 
pressure on the governor’s and the 

. mayor’s office to get the action revoked. 
- Racism obviously is not limited to 
welfare bureaucrats. Norma’s landlady 
took one look at Raphael and the next day 
delivered a terse one sentence note asking 
the couple to vacate the apartment. Also 
Raphael’s marriage was not happily 
received by the militant black groups he 
worked with. 
Norma still has her job and that was a 
real victory. But still there are no Latin 
case workers’ at the Roxbury Crossing of- 
fice although one half the case load is 
Puerto Rican. A Spanish-speaking recep- 
tionist was hired recently, but case 
workers who speak Spanish are not 
necessarily assigned to Rican families and 
there are no translators in the building. 
Pressure from the community and more 
sensitive social workers did win banish- 
ment of a Spanish teacher at: the offices 
who had been telling her social worker 
students that Puerto Rican men are lazy 
by nature, interested only in parties and 
good times, returning home only to im- 
pregnate their wives. 


42 Percent on Welfare 


With almost half (42 percent) of the. 
city’s Spanish speaking community on 
welfare, the Welfare Department is an ob- 
vious target. But other agencies are as bad 
if not worse, their efforts to cater to 
Latinos often are more insulting and not 
much more useful than their previous in- 
difference. Dan Rodriguez, deputy direc- 
tor for ABCD operations and the highest 
ranking Rican in the agency, says much of 
the material in Spanish including 
literature coming out of Washington has 
been horribly mistranslated. And he says 
agencies which hire a token Latin expect 
that person to handle all the problems the 
community faces, to be an expert on and 
know their way around the housing, 
employment, welfare, and health 
bureaucracies. As a result the help non- 
English speaking Puerto Ricans get from 


government agencies is poor at best. 


The Poverty Pimps 


The city’s numerous Latin oriented 
organizations, both publically and 
privately funded, are not much better. 
The sudden flood of money from 
Washington available for poverty 
programs during the Johnson years 
produced a whole new breed of what the 
community called “poverty pimps,” 
hustlers out to ride the tide for what they 
could get with very little idea of how to 
serve the constituency in whose name 
they claimed federal largesse. Six months 
ago ABCD finally withdrew its support 
from APCROSS, the Spanish anti- 
poverty organization it had supported. 
APCROSS, now defunct, placed fewer 
people in jobs or job training programs 
than any other ABCD employment 


center and boasted a history of fiscal 
mismanagement which verged on the 
scandalous. 

Another ABCD study found that only 
3.4 per cent of the people interviewed 
belonged to an Hispanic organization and 
most had never heard of the agencies set 
up specifically to provide services to the 
Spanish-speaking community. 

ABCD’s latest gesture to the Spanish 
community, the Spanish program, funded 
with the money which had gone to 
APCROSS, is only just getting off the 
ground. 


What has the year meant for the people 
who dodged the police nightsticks (some 
not so successfully) in Blackstone Park 
last summer. For Blanca Rivera, in her 
painfully clean and sparse apartment, 
things have gotten worse and they’ve been 
bad for all the seven years she’s lived in

ee Four-year-old Kim Serrano and five-year-old old sister, Nancy, in bed — a blanket ona wood floor. - 
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Boston. She’s been waiting for almost two 
years to get beds for two of her children 
from the Welfare Department. Two sleep 
on the floor. So do the two youngest 
children of her friend and neighbor 
Theodosia Torres who lives in the dark 
three-room attic of a crumbling three- 
decker around the corner. The two oldest, 
Margarita and Beatrice, sleep on a ripped 
mattress and box spring they found in the 
trash. 

But the two women complain especially 
about police relations. Ms. Torres, who 
lived in New York before moving here, 
says conditions there in the long settled 
Puerto Rican community were much 
better. In Boston, although the police and 
some community leaders deny it, last 
summer’s violence has left deep 
resentments. On Dudley Street last week 
bricks were hoisted through the air with 
the cry, “That’s for last summer.” 
Another resident was terrified the police 
were coming to run her family out of the 
building. 

Dudley Street is hardly a crime free 
area. Puerto Rican families concentrated 
in two rehab buildings right near Ms. 
Rivera have all moved at least three 
times, burnt out of their old homes. Right 
outside Ms. Rivera’s windows groups of 
junkies lounge against boarded up store 
fronts. 

The dry, number-ridden language of a 
1971 ABCD study gives a more general 
picture of of conditions. Over half of the 
Latins employed in Boston earn less than 
three dollars an hour and 62 percent work 
at blue collar jobs. “Many (families) 
appear to have difficulty obtaining the 
bare necessities of life,” the report says, 
and “43.3 percent of respondents stated 
they had barely enough to survive or 
enough only for rent and food . . . 31.2 per- 
cent said adequate nourishment was a 
problem at least on some occasions.” 
(When I visited Ms. Torres, her eight- 
year-old daughter Beatrice was eating her 
dinner — a bowl of rice flavored with 
chicken broth). Four of every ten 
households said they had a problem with 
rats and a majority complained of 
“many” rats. 


Less for More 


There is no reason to hope for any sub-

stantial improvements. Federal cutbacks 
in domestic programs along with the 
steady growth in the size of Boston’s Puer- 
to Rican community mean less for more, 
breeding sharp competition for funds 
among surviving agencies. 

However the spirit of cooperation and 
activism, the- most real legacy of 
Blackstone Park, seems to be growing. 
Ms. Rivera had gathered a group of 
neighbors to discuss conditions alonr 
Dudley Street but disagreements in the 
group and a general disgust with the 
politicking of local Spanish service agen- 
cies led the group to disband. Now she 
hopes to get it back together again. 

Community support for Norma Bubier 
has grown into a coalition of social 
workers and their clients to push for more 
Latin case workers and set up a grievance 
process for clients. — 


A murkier case, the firing of Carlos 
Canos, asistant to the director of man- 
power at ABCD, brought the same kind of 
community response. Canos was able to 
rally a large group of community leaders 
to protest his dismissal. Canos says hé 
was let go because he “rocked the ship;” 
criticizing the agency for its half-hearted 
committment to the Spanish community. 
ABCD justified his dismissal by pointing 
to large cuts in the agency’s budget which 
has meant a drastic reduction in staff. 
The percentage of Puerto Ricans emplyed 
at ABCD has actually gone up because 
Canos was the only Latino fired, ABCD 
officials answer. 


Whatever the argument ABCD officials 
have had to listen and respond to Canos, 
forming a special Spanish subcommittee 
to look into problems of the Spanish com-

Cubans, Colombians 


This new sense of common purpose is 
all the more surprising given the great 
diversity and deep splits within the com- 
munity. The majority of Latins in Boston 
are from Puerto Rico but Cubans, Colom- 
bians, and other Latin Americans make 
up almost a third. Most of the Ricans in 
Boston come from the small towns of the 
island and have few marketable skills. 
Their educational level is low. They come 
in hopes of finding a job here and because 
conditions at home are even worse. 
Because they are U.S. citizens they have 
no trouble with immigration laws. But 
Puerto Rico’s commonwealth status — a 
colony rather than a state — has impor- 
tant psychological consequences, accor- 
ding to Raphael Rodriguez. “Puerto Rico 
is a country struggling for its identity,” he - 
said. “Ricans see two flags — the Puerto 
Rican becomes a symbol of our weakness 
and everything powerful is attributed to 
the American flag.” 

This deep ambivalence about the U.S. 
keeps these newest of Bostonians from any 
profound sense of involvement in their - 
adopted community. Almost all say they 
hope to go back to Puerto Rico to live. 

Cubans, Colombians, and other Latins, 
many of whom come for political reasons 
and have to get past rigid immigration 
laws tend to have more skills than their 
Rican counterparts. They often look down 
on their backwoods fellow Latins and 
have clustered in Jamaica Plains, while 
the big Puerto Rican communities are 
Mission Hill, the South End (the oldest 
Puerto Rican community), Roxbury- 
North Dorchester and Columbia Point. 
Spanish agencies with large conceni- 
trations of one or another group on their 
staffs tend to rub the other the wrong way. 
And some of the same frictions exist 
within the Puerto Rican community 
between the more established immigrants 
and professionals on the one hand and the 


‘unskilled poorer immigrants on the other. 


This year’s Puerto Rican festival is 
scheduled for July 15. Whether it is a 
repeat of Blackstone Park is a question no 
one wants to answer.

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Alaska Pipeline: Help New England.

(What’s the role of the proposed Trans- 


_ Alaskan Oil Pipeline in the great energy 


crisis? Oil companies are very anxious to 
have it built, but the pipeline won’t be of 
much help to New England and the rest of 
the eastern United States reports 
Washington, D.C. reporter Robert 
Samuelson. In fact, this hasn’t gone un- 
noticed in Congress where eastern 
legislators are battling to hold up enabl- 
ing legislation for the Trans-Alaskan 
ine.) 


It was an ordinary, apparently harmless 
event: a lone Congressman testifying 
before an abscure House subcommittee. 
But, in the tangled history of the Trans- 
Alaskan pipeline, it was a bad omen for 
the oil companies. 

The Congressman, Rep. John Anderson 
(R-Ill.), was testifying against the 
pipeline, and he wasn’t just any 
Congressman. Anderson carries im- 
pressive credentials; he is a seven-term 
veteran and he’s chairman of the House 
Republican Conference, the third 
leadership position. His bill—proposing a 
detailed study of an alternative pipeline 
route through Canada—might have only 
13 co-sponsors, but, again, the names 
were more important than the numbers: 
all were Republicans of long tenure, most 
with senior committee assignments. 

Less than a week before Anderson’s 
appearance on April 11, the White House 
had strongly urged Congress to clear the 
way for the Alaskan project. All 14 senior 
Republicans had ignored the plea, and 
therein lay the most ominous sign for the 
pipeline’s future. 

All 14 are from the East and Middle 
West, keenly aware that the Alaskan 
pipeline would deliver almost all its oil to 
the West Coast—and that’s where it 
would stay. For years, the towering Rocky 
Mountains have effectively divided the 
United States into two giant oil markets: 
everything to the West (15 percent of total 
oil consumption) and everything to the 
East (85 percent). Very little moves in 
between. Which is why Anderson & Co. 
don’t like the Alaskan route: they want 
the oil for their states. The Canadian 
pipeline, which is also favored by most en- 
vironmentalists, would transport the oil 
into the Midwest. 

A simple matter of self-interest: it’s the 
one force that could destroy the oil com- 
panies’ greatest lobbying asset, the 
“energy crisis” panic. | 


The energy mania is real. As long as the 
pipeline issue remained a clash of “the en- 
vironment” and fuel, the oil companies 
appeared invincible. Could the Sierra 
Club and its allies really convince 
Congress to kill the project because it 
might threaten the migration patterns of 
caribou? Not likely. But, if Anderson’s 
appearance means that the pipeline fight 
is turning into a regional struggle for 
Alaska’s scarce oil, then the political 
calculus changes. In an East vs. West 
showdown, the East clearly has got the 


_other side outmanned and outvoted. 


Even many pipeline supporters concede 
privately that the East and Midwest need 


’ new domestic oil more than the Pacific 


Coast. According to the Interior 
Department’s latest estimates, daily de- 
mand for oil in the Eastern part of the 
United States (that is, everything East of 
the Rockies) will increase by nearly one 
third between now and 1980—from 14.2 
million barrels a day to 20.1 million, 
barrels. Without the Alaskan oil, all of~ 
that increase (and then some) will be im- 
ports, mostly from the Middle East. 


The big domestic fields in Texas and 
Louisiana have “peaked out,” and, as de- 
mand increases, their production is ex- 
pected to decline. In 1972, oil output in 
the country’s Eastern segment totaled 
about 10 million barrels a day, but, by 
1980, that’s expected to drop to about 8 
million barrels. Reinforcing these cold 
figures is the immediacy of fuel scarcities: 
it’s the East and Midwest that ran short 
of heating oil last winter and are expected 
to bear the brunt of gasoline scarcities 
this summer. 

Probably against its will, Congress has 
now been drawn into the middle of the 
pipeline feud. The regional rivalry hadn’t 
surfaced prominently before, because the 
dispute was firmly lodged in the courts, 
where the environmentalists had 
challenged the Interior Department’s ap- 
proval of the project. That changed April 
2; the Supreme Court refused to overturn 
a lower court decision declaring that the 
Mineral Leasing Act of 1920 prohibits the 
government from granting a right-of-way 
more than 25 ft. on either side of the 
pipeline. Because construction requires a 
right-of-way up to several hundred feet, 
the project can’t start until the Mineral 
Leasing Act is amended. But opponents of 
the Alaskan route realize that the need for 
legislation may represent their only op- 


portunity to force Congress into a clearcut 
choice between the Alaskan and Cana- 
dian routes. 


High Stakes 


For everyone, the stakes are high: 

°The Oil Companies: they have in- 
vested more than $400 million in the 
pipeline, with most of that money ad- 
vanced by three large companies, the 
Standard Oil Co. of Ohio, Arco, and Ex- 
xon. (Sohio, however, is 25 percent owned 
by British Petroleum, which transferred 
its Alaskan oil lease to Sohio; once the oil 
starts flowing, BP’s ownership in Sohio 
can rise to 54 percent.) Every additional 
year of delay, the oil companies assert, 
adds $180 million to the pipeline’s cost, 
now estimated at $3.5 billion. 

°The State of Alaska: When it is 
operating at peak capacity (2 million 
barrels a day), the pipeline should yield 
more than $300 million in royalty and tax 
revenue for Alaska—money that the state 
needs desperately to balance its budget. 
It’s only been balancing the budgets 
recently by dipping heavily into the $900 
million it received from oil companies in 
1969 for new North Slope oil leases. But 
the state planned on the royalty revenues, 
Gov. William Egan testified last summer, 
and he predicted budget cutbacks if the 
pipeline isn’t completed by 1977. So every 
additional month of delay makes Alaskan 
officials increasingly bitter. (However, the 
rising price of oil should increase the ul- 
timate value of every barrel in the ground, 
both to Alaska and the oil companies.) 

°The Environmentalists: They fear 
that the pipeline, buried underground, 
might melt the arctic permafrost (and 
thus, erode the pipe’s foundations and 
cause it to break); but if the pipeline is 
raised, they fear it will disrupt animal 
movements. Fears of a major spill are 
aggravated by the fact that the pipeline 
crosses a major earthquake fault. Because 
the oil would be shipped via tanker from 
Valdez, a port in Alaska’s South to the 
West Coast, there’s the added anxiety of 
ocean oil gpills that would damage marine 
life and, potentially, harm fishing 
grounds. By contrast, the Canadian 
pipeline—which travels from the North 
Slope to Edmonton, where the oil can be 
routed to either Chicago or the West 
Coast—would avoid that problem 
altogether. 


°Consumers: The North Slope’s proven 
reserves of 9.6 billion barrels already 
represent about 30 percent of the U.S. 
total. (The pipeline’s peak capacity, 
however, would satisfy less than 10 per- 
cent of total demand in 1980, which is es- 
timated as high as 24 million barrels 
daily.) But, oil companies and govern- 
ment officials argue, the delay in building 
the pipeline is discouraging new explora- 
tion that might uncover 10 to 15 billion 
barrels more reserves. And bringing that 
oil to the U.S.—which would require 
another pipeline through Alaska or 
Canada—would help ease U.S. 
dependence on overseas supplies. 

Though the struggle is being fought 
over the pipeline, another question is real- 
ly at stake: how actively should the 
government manage its energy industry? 
The Interior Department, in effect, argues 
that the government only invites repeated 
delays if its constantly seeks to substitute 
its judgement for the oil companies; so, 
Interior has limited its role to policing the 
project’s details (though these can get 
large: to meet some environmental objec- 
tions, Interior required major design 
changes in the pipeline, costing $600 to 
$800 million, according to oil companies 
estimate). But opponents simply want the 
government to take the basic decision 
away from the oil companies and decide 
independently which is the best route bas- 
ed on a combination of economic and en- 
vironmental criteria. 

Publicly at least, the oil companies 
profess optimism about the outcome of 
the Congressional debate, and their con- 
fidence may be more than wishful think- 
ing. They have some powerful allies, not 
the least of which is Congress natural 
lethargy. 

“Education is our biggest problem,” 
say one Congressional aide. ‘The average 
guy thinks that just because you and I can 
jump into a car and drive to California 
that oil moves the same way. It doesn’t, 
but no one realizes that this (the pipeline) 
just benefits one section of the country 
(the West).”’ 

The pipeline is hardly a cause celebre. 
“The members are busy. They haven’t 
really focused on this thing, and they real- 
ly don’t want to take a position,” con- 
cedes Rep. Morris Udall (D-Ariz.), who 
has introduced his own legislation called 
for a Canadian-Alaskan study. 

Energy, like defense, sits squarely in 
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Against that background, it’s 
possible—but unlikely—that either

be approved. In March, 1972, Canadian 
Resources Minister Donald Macdonald 
visited Washington to discuss the 
possibility of a trans-Canadian pipeline 
with Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. Mor- 
ton—and got the cold shoulder. So, say 
opponents of the Alaskan pipeline, sub-

ty, but cautiousness and a natural reluc- 
tance to be rebuffed rudely for a second 
time. 

The Interior Department and oil com- 
panies picture a Canadian pipeline 
becoming bogged down in a multitude of 
legal and political problems. 

Although sponsors of the Alaskan route 
will obviously maximize the possibilities 
for delay, these questions can’t be ignored 
just because they are tedious. The White 
House says selection of the Canadian 
pipeline means at least three to five years 
more of postponement at worst, say Cana-

early fall: the environmentalists then go 
back to court, alleging that the Interior 
Department’s environmental impact 
statement is inadequate, but the 
courts—looking at the six-volume presen- 
tation—despair of intervening in such in- 
tricate administrative decisions. The case 
is thrown out. Handled on an expedited 
basis, all the litigation is finished by next 
spring, permitting construction to begin 
in the summer. The pipeline would be 
finished three years later. 

According to observers on both sides of 
the issue, the scenario isn’t implausible. 
But there are obviously dozens of places 
where the optimistic schedule could slip, 
eroding the Alaskan route’s time advan- 
tage. If, for example, the courts were to 
uphold the environmentalists’ appeal, the 
oil companies and the Interior Depart- 
ment would be back where they were in 
1969. Most supporters of the Canadian 
route want the Alaskan litigation to go 
ahead concurrently with a detailed study 
of the Canadian alternative—including 
international negotiations. Then Congress 
would make a final decision next year. 

At every point in the pipeline con- 
— its proponents have argued that 

trans-Alaskan route is the quickest 
every point, it’s been possible to make out 
a respectable, but hardly invincible, case 
that this is so. In retrospect, however, the 
case simply disintegrates, and that is the 
ultimate irony. By underestimating the 
shrewdness and determination of their op- 
ponents, the Interior Department and the 
oil companies have delayed delivery of the 
oil. Had the Canadian route been selected 
initially, it would probably have been 
completed well before the Alaskan 
pipeline can now ever have been finished.

“Your basic public findings,” said 
Forbes “are first, does the proposed pro- 
ject serve a public purpose? And second, 
is there sufficient indication of adequate 
financing to consider it can be com- 
pleted?” 

The memo was, however, shown to 
Boston real estate people and to bankers 
for evaluation and comment. 

When asked why the public could not 
be informed of the high-risk nature of the 
Park Plaza project as well as the poten- 
tially “infinite’’ return to the developer, 
Forbes said such information could lead 
to “‘misconceptions.” 

“I think the public concerns are 
legitimate — the fears people have”’ said 
Forbes. “‘People are afraid of change to a 
degree and developers are suspect. But 
the public is uncertain of something and 
perhaps not too knowledgeable of what 
needs to be done down there (in the Park 
Square area) then there is the possibility 
of demands increasing beyond the point 
the developer can absorb.” 

The memo called “Financial Evalua- 
tion of Park Plaza” analyzes the feasibili- 
ty of each element in the multistage pro- 
ject. It raises serious questions about the 
feasibility of luxury apartment towers 
which are a part of the plan. 

“The housing is the most marginal ele- 
ment from a financial standpoint” says 
the memo. “In today’s market it is dif- 
ficult to justify an average rent per month 
of more than $500.” 

The memo goes on to say that high 
rents would be necessary however and 
that “a high probability” of rent increases 
“would be necessary in order to justify a 
lender’s participation in the project.” 

The memo also says that a planned 
parking garage is also “marginal” without 
the use of tax exempt bonds. 

In its summary, the memo says, “It is 
impossible to establish beyond any 
reasonable doubt the market feasibility of 
any project at Park Plaza’s stage of 
development.” 

The project’s feasibility is dependent 


on the phasing of the project as well as on 
the yield of each element, says the memo. 

\ Nevertheless, the memo continues, “‘it is 
reasonable to conclude that the project is 
feasible.” 


In support of that conclusion the memo 
cites the response of the “development 
community” to the BRA’s original re- 
quest for proposals, the designated 
developer’s willingness to “put up over 
$700,000 in front money” and the letters 
of interest from different lending in- 
stitutions. 

In dicussing how the feasibility of the 
project depends on its phasing, the memo 
states: 

.. . even if the designated developer 
was unable to proceed with phase 2, the 
City would have a parcel which was more 
likely to attract private investment than 
is presently the case.” 

In its two previous rejections of the 
project the state has said that there was 
no adequate guarantee that the Combat 
Zone, the very last stage, would be 
redeveloped. That the developer might be 
unable to get through even the first stages 
of construction has never been publicly 
suggested. 

The memo continues: 

“There are major financial risks for the 
developer of Park Plaza. This includes the 
assumption of the full costs of land 
assembly and an obligation to construct 
public arcades, a plaza, and to contribute 
$3,000,000 to street improvements. There 
are other risks over which he has little 
control such as construction costs, in- 
terest rates, and the possibility that a 
competitive development will reduce the 
market’s acceptance of the project.” 

But if all goes well, the memo then says, 
the developer could realize enormous 
profits. 


Return Substantial 


Quoting the last two paragraphs of the 
memo verbatim: 

“If interest rates and construction costs 
remain stable or go down, or if the 
developer is successful in developing a un- 
ique design, managing construction costs 
and marketing the space at a premium, 
his return will be substantial and perhaps 
infinite, as it is conceivable that he will

have limited funds invested in the project 
once it is constructed. It is the potential of 
this return that justifies the developer’s 
risks and his participation.” 

“In retrospect, once the project is com- 
pleted it can be argued that the public 
could have obtained more from the 
developer. However, to increase public 
demands beyond those already incor- 
porated would risk eliminating the 
developer commitment and thereby the 
opportunity to develop the area. The ul- 
timate return to both the City and the 
developer is the successful completion of 
the project.” 

In an interview last week, memo-writer 
Robes said that in the latest Park Plaza 
proposal, submitted to the state last 
week, “there is not as much room for a 
high return as there once was.” 

He could not explain why the BRA 
would twice submit a proposal which it 
admits privately could have a potentially 
“{nfinite” return. 

“A high-risk project can be profitable” 
said Forbes. “Those two are not incon- 
sistent.” 

After twice rejecting the BRA’s Park 
Plaza plan, former state Community Af- 
fairs Cmmr. Miles Mahoney was criticiz- 
ed by the BRA for saying that the finan- 


cial plan was unsound and that the 
developer could make outrageous profits. 

The memo seems to indicate the BRA 
knew better all along. 


** * 


The $266 - million Prak Plaza project is 
one of the most long-standing controver- 
sies in the city’s history. 

The proposal to redevelop the Park 
Square and “Combat Zone” area was 
resurrected from old BRA files by Boston 
Mayor Kevin White on May 30, 1970. 
Shortly after the word became official, 
Mortimer Zuckerman, a young VP at 
Cabot, Cabot and Forbes, one of the city’s 
most prominent development firms left to 
form his own corporation. 

He created Boston Urban Associates, 
hired an architect, and began to work on a 
plan that included three luxury apart- 
ment towers, a luxury hotel and an office 
tower. 


The BRA divided up the project area 
into two major stages, the first around 
Park Square, the second around the 
“Combat Zone.”’ On March 22, 1971, the 
authority designated Zuckerman’s firm as 
the developer for the first chunk. 

The plan got approval from the Boston 
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City Council in the waning hours of 1971. 
Since it involved use of the state’s power 
of eminent domain (the power to take 
land even if the owner disapproves), the 
plan then went to the state’s Department 
of Community Affairs (DCA) for ap- 
proval. 

On June 9, 1972, newly-recruited DCA 
Cmmr. Miles Mahoney announced that 
his department had rejected it, since it 
failed to meet five out of six legal re- 
quirements and did not guarantee 
renewal of the “Combat Zone.” 

“If he (Gov. Francis Sargent) wants 
this decision overruled,’’ Mahoney said at 
the time, “he’l! have to get himself 
another commissioner.” 

This February, when Mahoney rejected 
the plan a second time after Sargent had 
virtually promised :| would be approved, 
the Governor did get himself another 
commissioner. 


Sargent’s support for Mahoney weaken- 
ed shortly after the first rejection when 
thousands of construction workers 
demonstrated in favor of the project and 
the jobs it would represent. 

And when it became apparent early this 
year that Mahoney was on the verge of 
rejecting the project a second time, again 
on vitrually every count, the Gover- 
nor’s aides. pressured Mahoney to change 
his mind. 

The attempt failed. Mahoney rejected 


the project and quit at Sargent’s request. 
He was replaced by Lewis Crampton, a 
“temporary” appointee who was not sup-

The children, Tina, Debbie and Ralph 
Jr. entered the scene at about seven, and 
were distressed to find that their mother 
insisted on watching the Today show, in- 
stead of letting them see ‘‘The 
Flintstones” on Channel Six. “They’re go- 
ing to have the Secretary of Agriculture 
on,” Dolly told them. “Besides, Six is 
always snowy anyway.” 

Ralphy raised a major fuss when denied 
access to “Leave It To Beaver” at 7:30 on 
Five, but did not have much time to 
argue, since he had to leave for school at 


7:40. 

Dolly shut the set off until nine, when 
she suddenly remembered it was time for 
“Jeopardy,” on Channel Four. But the 
Guide said that Paul Benzaquin was hav- 
ing a pediatrician on, so she 


- tuned to Seven in order to become a 


better parent. She was infuriated to find, 
when she switched back to Four during a 
commercial, that ‘Jeopardy’ was showing 
commercials, too, so she dutifully return- 
ed to Seven in time to learn that no baby 
should be denied the right to wake up at 
two in the morning. 

Channel Two came on the air at ten 
with “The Humanities,” but since Dolly 
had to admit she didn’t know what a 
humanity was, it would be O.K. to get the 
Watergate hearings on Four. After all, a 
citizen should be informed, she told 
herself, even though it meant missing 
“Down Argentina Way,” (Betty Grable, 
Don Ameche, 1940); “Gambit” and, worst 


of all, “‘Love of Life,’’ on Seven. 

The set was shut off most of the after- 
noon until Ralphy and Tina got home and 
began to fight over ‘“‘Wells Fargo,” 
(Ralphy) or “One Life to Live,” (Tina). 
Dolly ruled that it would be better to have 


the set off than for the Nielsen gadget to 
register either of those. 

So the screen stayed dark until Ralph 
arrived at 5:45 and tried to pick up the 
plot thread of “Hogan’s Heroes,” in 
progress since 5:30. 


In a stage whisper, Dolly reminded him, 
“The machine!” so he turned off the set 
and read the paper until six. 

Supper lasted until around 6:30, when 
Ralph announced that it would be Walter 
Kronkite and nothing else until seven. He 
then ruled against ‘To Tell the Truth,” 
“Hollywood Squares,” and “What's My 
Line” as inappropriate, and approved 
either “Safari to Adventure,” (possibly 
educational) or “The Reporters,” (if it’s 
on Two it's supposed to be good for you.) 

There was a special show at 7:30 on 
“The Racial Crisis in Public Schools, with 
every word of which the Doyles collective- 
ly disagreed. But since all. other shows 
were either frivolous or re-runs, or both, 
they felt they had no choice, and so en- 
dured it. 

The Watergate hearings were scheduled 
for 8 p.m. on Two, but Ralphy, with in- 
cisive logic, pointed out that they were a 
re-run too, so Ralph and Dolly agreed that 
“Diary of a Mad Housewife"’ might be a 
cultural movie, so they watched it. 

By 9:20 Ralph had fallen asleep in his 
chair, and Dolly was convinced that 
Carrie Snodgrass was a sneaky woman. 

At then, Ralph wanted ‘‘Marcus 
Welby, M.D.” on the grounds that Robert 
Young was a great American, but Dolly 
felt that “NBC Reports—Murder in 
America” was much more important. 

Ralph snapped the ‘off’ button so hard 
it broke. 

“You call Nielsen tomorrow and have 
them come get this goddamn thing out of 
here!” he said, and stomped off to bed. 

A short time later, the final words of the 
Doyle’s day were spoken, by Dolly. 

“Not tonight, Ralph. I really DO have a 
terrible headache.”

difference was Matthew Reich. 
Reich grew up in the Amalgamated 


Clothing Workers’ Co-op housing project 


in New York, and he had a larger view of 
the past and the future of co-operation. 
He hustled the space which BU now rents 
to the co-op for the price of utilities and 
taxes alone. He wangled a $10,000 grant 
from the BU Student Union.. And he 
learned how to shop at Chelsea. 

At that time the other co-ops all bought 
their fruits and vegetables from one or 
another of the 50-odd wholesalers at the 
Chelsea Produce Market. If your 
wholesaler didn’t have artichokes today, 
nobody in your co-op would eat artichokes 
this week. If his prices went up or his 
quality down, too bad. Many co-ops still 
buy this way. But Reich. started to shop 
around, learning by experiment and bitter 
experience how to find the deals and 
avoid being ripped off. 

With the money from the Student 
Union, the co-op bought coolers to keep 
the food in shape for more than one day. 
The coolers also allowed them to start 
carrying milk, and the space they had was 
large enough to shelve groceries and cann- 
ed goods too. By the fall of 1972, the BU 
Co-op looked like a supermarket, except 


for one thing: there were no cash registers. . 


That was Matthew’s mistake. Within 
one year the co-op lost $10,000. Moreover 
the three paid managers were working 
overtime while many members, who were 
supposed to contribute two hours of work 
a month, were doing next to nothing. 


Last December the BU Co-op, which 
had grown to a membership of 4000 and 
changed its name to the Boston Food 
Cooperative, Inc., parted company with 
Matthew Reich with much acrimony on 
both sides. Now the Co-op has two cash 
registers, operated by salaried cashiers, 
and it has a card system to insure that 
every member does his or her two hours of 
work each month. They are open six days 
a week. They carry everything from ice 
cream to toilet paper, and ‘they are so 
successful that they have been turning 
people away when they come to work 
because there is. nothing to be done. 

Roger Auerbach, who replaced 
Matthew Reich as the Boston Food Co-op 
produce buyer, is now organizing 
something called the New England Food 
Cooperative (NEFCO). Already NEFCO, 
in the person of Roger Auerbach, buys 
produce for seven area co-ops at a charge 
of ten cents a crate. This enables the other 
co-ops to offer a wider selection of food. 
And NEFCO has plans for helping new 
co-ops to get started and for buying 
vegetables direct from nearby organic 
farms. 


What About Politics? 


But what happened to the politics? As 
John Davis, one of the Boston Co-op’s 
manager’s puts it, ““We’ve got a long way 
to go (until the revolution), and you’ve got 


- to do something constructive in the mean- 


time.”’ Moreover the co-op » still is a place 
where people can relate to each other, and 
“build community.” 

The idea that food cooperation itself 
was some kind of blow against the empire 
has proved to be an illusion. It is only on 


the retail level that the co-ops offer any 
competition to the capitalists. And, even 
there, the competition has so far proven to 
be so small that the supermarkets don’t 
even notice. The manager of t..e Beacon 
Supermarket. the closest to the Boston 
Co-op and most likely to feel the pinch, 
didn’t even know he had any competition 
until I asked him if he was feeling it. 
The new co-ops all sell at wholesale 
prices, plus five to ten percent for 
overhead. But Matthew Reich maintains 
that the co-ops which tried to do that in 
the 19th Century were quickly forced out 
of business by angry capitalists who un- 
dersold them. The only co-ops which sur- 
vived did so by selling at market prices 
and then giving their members a rebate at 
the end of the year in proportion to their 
purchases. The National Food Co-op 
markets which still exist today, like the 
enormous ones in the San Francisco Bay 


area and the struggling one in Maynard, ~ 


work on assigned crews. The members 
also receive a newsletter in their food-box 
each week informing them of the Hard 
Times line on what is coming down in 
their community, from the death of Larry 


. Largey to the Kendall Square Project. 


And everyone is invited to attend monthly 
political education meetings run by the 
organizers. So far the meetings have been 
attended by perhaps fifteen of the 130 co- 
op members. 

Their political goal has led Hard Times 
to a co-op structure markedly. less 
“democratic” than most others. But then 
which comes first in a revolution, equality 
or education? The people at Hard Times 
hope the members’ role in the co-op will 
change in the future. 


Social Action Bump 


In another part of Cambridge, the 
North Food Co-op has found a more

Mass., all operate in this fashion. 

If the new co-ops grow sufficently 
successful, Reich supposes, they too can 
be forced out of business. At the moment 

ney operate only at the sufferance of in- 
stitutions like BU and off the free labor of 


- students and youth. Like Wounded Knee, 


they are allowed to exist because they are 
marginal to the national economy and 
culture, and because the United States is 
rich enough to absorb the loss. 


For most food co-op members this 
situation is acceptable. The co-op is a 
source of good cheap food, and, in these 
times, that is reason enough to belong. 
But for others, the political purposes of 
the co-ops still come first. The people at 
Hard Times in East Cambridge say that 
they want their co-op to be “a tool of 


‘political education. If it is only a good 


means of supplying cheap food,” they 
continue, ‘“‘we’ll probably drop it. 

The Hard Times co-op membership is 
95 percent working class. Like the defunct 
TPF co-op, they have had a problem with 
participation. Unlike TPF they run a very 
tight ship. 

In most co-ops everyone has an equal 
voice in running and an equal respon- 
sibility in working for the co-op. At Hard 
Times, the Hard Times organizers do all 
the co-ordinating and directing. The 
member families are expected only to 


mercenary method to be political. Each 
week their food order lists include a 
“Social Action Bump.” The Bump is a 
voluntary contribution which you may 
add on to your order. Each week some 
worthy cause like the Farm Workers 
Union or the Harvard Square waitresses 
has been selected to receive the offering. 
But lately people have been giving less 
and less. And, in none of the four houses 
in the co-op with whom I spoke, did any 
one seem to know who was deciding which 
causes were to be the beneficiaries. 


The Mission Hill Co-op, which was 
formed three years ago in a fit of 
revolutionary zeal, now leaves politics up. 
to its individual blocks. 


The Fenway block offers a food delivery 


service for old people in the area. But 
most of the other blocks are content with 
the cheap food and the “sense of com- 
munity” which the co-op provides. As one 
member said, “I come from a rural set- 
ting. The strongest feeling of community I 
ever had is the co-op. And it is the only 
feeling of community I feel in Boston.” 


Members of another block came 
together out of their participation in the 
Back of ihe Hill community organization . 
which has fought slum-lords in tt Mis- 
sion Hill area. After getting to know each 
other in Back of the Hill, people joined 
the co-op. The weekly food buying activi- 
ty has proved less of an organizing tool 
than a repository for the community spirit 
which was born in political action. When 
that spirit dies, so will the co-op — or is it 
the other way around? 

After the present consumer revolt dies 
down, says Matthew Reich, the co-ops 
will “fail” because they simply “cannot 
compete with the efficiency of 
capitalism.” “Failure,” Reich defines as 
the point at which a co-op either goes out 
of business or ‘“‘reverts to private 
ownership.” Both of these conditions have 
been chronic diseases of the co-operative 
movement. When I repeated this: defini- 
tion of “failure” to members of different 
co-ops, they all accepted it without. ques- 
tion. Idon’t. 


Success or Failure? ~~ 


I would certainly agree that if a co-op 
becomes a private business, it is no longer 
a co-op, and maybe a “failure”. But I 
wonder if “going out of business” con- 
stitutes failure. A member of the North 
Food Co-op in Cambridge explained to 
me that she thought participation in the 
co-op was low because people in Cam- 
bridge were involved in so many other 
things. But if they have left the co-op to 
do something else, perhaps something 
more political or more important to them, 
does that mean that the co-op is failing? 


We are used to talking about the 
“failure” of communes which have fallen 
apart or the marriages which have dis- 
solved. But in using the term we are un- 
consciously applying establishment stan- 
dards to “‘counter-culture institutions.” 
Perhaps a co-op or a marriage is no more a 


-“failure” because it has ceased to exist 


than a childhood is a “failure” because 
one has reached puberty. 

Matthew Reich may be right that co- 
ops are a passing thing, but perhaps they 
can be a tool of political education and ac- 
tion, whether or, not they “succeed.” 
Perhaps we can learn to throw away the 
tools we have used when we find new ones, 
or when we have outgrown them — rather 
than enshrining the tools like sacred ob- 
n/m as earlier revolutions have tended to 
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The Beast

Which perhaps it cannot be so long as we 
have no real clout in the institutions of 
our society. Left on the fringes, in our 
karate dojos or rap groups, (or houses) we 
are still powerless, and thus prey to fan- 
tasies of power. 

The old style fantasies were those of 
seduction: Beauty so captivates Beast 
that, just for her, he turns into Handsome 
Prince (and then probably has to do a few 
repeat metamorphoses after that, so she 
can keep her powers of seduction up to 
par). 

In the new style fentnaies,. Ugly, ac- 
costed in a parking lot by Beast, deftly 
grabs his arm, wrests the knife from his 
grasp, knocks him to the ground, breaks 
his hand and dashes off to celebrate the 
victory with some supportive women; 
while Beast, nursing his broken hand, 
swears he'll never do that again, and is 
thereby turned into Unthreatening 
Schlepp. 

In both these scenarios, it is essential 
that all men be beasts — or at least poten- 
tial beasts. This is perhaps why, at the 
conference, confessions that a woman was 
fraternizing with the enemy (‘‘Look, I 
know I'm straight, but can’t you accept 
me as another feminist?”’) brought on ex- 
treme consternation, shouting matches, 
or suggestions to change the subject. It is 
our reaction to the beastliness in men that 
keeps the women’s movement in ex- 
istence, as well as providing fuel for fan- 
tasies. And since few women have es- 
tablished themselves on a just and equal 
basis, in male-run institutions, our move- 
ment remains the only collectivity in 
which we can act equally as individuals. 
And, if all men are beasts, who wants 
their ratty institutions anyway? Much 
better only to associate with women. Nur- 
turing collective power fantasies. And so 
on. 


The One Thing 


Frankly, I’m getting awfully tired of the 
whole business. The nuns at my convent 
school always told us men Couldn’t Be 
Trusted, and Only Wanted One Thing. 
We got pretty excited about that back at 


boarding school, until we grew up and. 


found out that One Thing meant money, 
or watching Pro Football on TV, or fooling 
around with a digital computer all day 
long. What a letdown. 

So now we’re left with the single mind- 
ed rapists. We have all these neat charts 
showing the Vulnerable Areas — which 
used to be a man’s stomach, and now are 
the groin, eyes, instep, etc. And we still 
get to spend lots of time in training — 
down with Good Grooming, up with 
pushups. But I am getting bored with 
Beast. And it appalls me to think I might 
have to spend the rest of my life prac- 
ticing thrusts until I’m too arthritic to 
make a fist. 

Of course, present conditions being 
what they are I think self-defense 
methods immensely helpful: I do not 
believe, though, that such training goes 
even one step toward solving the larger 
problem with which women are faced and 
which makes all the violence inevitable — 
the vast gap between men and women in 
self-image, expectations, world-view, 
language, interests, sexual attitudes, am- 
bition, understanding, experience, etc., 
etc., etc. The only way I can see to solve 
that problem is with some form of com- 
munication across the gulf. And while a 
good swift kick in the gut might be a start, 
I don’t think it’s the most imaginative 
solution around. 


At one of the discussion groups, for in- 
stance, a woman who has several years of 
training in self-defense complained that 
the men where she works were continually 
molesting her. ‘“They don’t really hurt me 
or anything, it’s all sort of playful, or they 
think it is. But like one time this guy had 
me pinned by the hands up against the 
door of a truck, and I couldn’t move out, 
or. . .” “Listen!” said another woman, 
“Kick him, kick him where it really 
hurts,” “But see, if I really did hit him, 
and I could, I'd lose my job.” This ex- 
change went back and forth for some time 
until another woman related one of her 
experiences. A man in her office was 
always brushing by her, pinching her. “So 
every time he did it I’d whisper, ‘Keep 
your hands off!” and he kept doing it. 
Finally one day I yelled as loud as I could 
so the whole office could hear me, ‘YOU 
KEEP YOUR FUCKING HANDS OFF 
ME YOU HORNY BASTARD, WHAT 
THE HELL KIND OF SICK PERSON 
ARE YOU ANYWAY?’ He got so em- 


barrassed he never went near me again.” 

I became even more doubtful of the ef- 
ficacy of purely defensive tactics during 
the discussion on the gay-straight split in 
the womens’ movement, where those peo- 
ple, mainly gay women, who stayed on the 
offensive scored most of the points. The 
straight women, dealt such crushing 
ideological blows as, “Lesbianism is the 
only logical conclusion of feminism,” 
could barely muster a few, “but we want 
to understand” when they had to answer 
to ‘‘Look, we aren’t here to raise your con- 
sciousness,” and general accusations of 
‘heterosexual chauvinism.’ One woman 
made a valient effort to fight back by ex- 
plaining her position: ‘But I den’t feel 
that way, I’ve tried, I’ve really tried to 
give up men, and I can’t!” “Think of it,” 
she was told, “as an addiction.” Before 
the victim could recover from that, 
somebody came at her from the other 
side: “If you’re not trying to attract men, 
then why do you have long hair? Because 
you know men like long hair, that’s why!” 
A concealed weapon. Hair she hadn’t ex- 
pected. “Because. . . because . . this how I 
am. This is how I was born!” “With long 
hair?” “No... but . . well I have a lot of 
anxiety, and I have to have something to 
play with, and . .. LOOK HERE! I am 
sick and tired of all the time being judged 
on how I look, and I’m just not going to 
put up with it any more!!” After this out- 
burst, however, she sank into silence, and 
other straight women, still nervous about 
actually attacking gay women, offered 
terms for a truce. “I’m not asking you to 
accept me as straight, or anything, but 
I’m still a feminist,” was nicely answered 
by, “OK I can work with you but just 
don’t tell me about your boyfriends or ask 
me to sympathize with you or anything 
because I can’t.” This agreed to, the 
women, who all lived in different cities 
anyway and might never be seeing each 
other again, broke up. 


While it was useful that a conference _ 
such as this could give women a chance to . 
practice both physical (simulated) and | 


verbal (real) defenses, it looks like it will 
be a while before the women’s movement 
can think up more positive ways to deal 
with the violence against women than 
‘waiting around for somebody to jump us. 
And as long as men are the Beast, to be 
turned, by our magic powers, into either 
doting lover or secretly admiring enemy, 


we won't be able to. The war between men 
and women has been going on; covertly or 
openly, for entirely too many centuries, in 
my opinion. There ought to be some way 
to effect at least a cease-fire. I don’t know 
how that could be done, but I would pass. 
up 16 black belts in karate and judo now 
for just-one person with a black belt in 
Imagination. 

For the present, it does look like the 
martial arts are the only alternative 
women have to putting themselves under 
some form of house arrest — and even 
that, since a large number of assaults on 
women take place indoors, isn’t a sure 
bet. But I think that eventually we are go- 
ing to have to dismiss our fantasies, figure 
out why we are being attacked in the first 
place, and find a more imaginative solu- 
tion than the purely defensive psy- 
chological stance. By this I don’t mean we 
should form attack groups, or, as some 
men love to advocate, that we should 
“give in and stop holding back.” I want 
neither victory nor surrender. I want the - 
whole thing to stop. 


Formal Combat 


It occurs to me that perhaps one way to 
mitigate the violence would be to 
legitimate the idea of formal combat 
between men and women. This, for 
heterosexuals, anyway, might provide a 
nice erotic element which sports — rigidly 
sexually segregated from the time of 
childhood on up — now lack. The arts of 
Mars, after all, have been used for cen- 
turies not only as tools of aggression, but 
as displays of muscular strength and 
quick thinking. And the arts of Venus 
don’t seem to have got us women 
anywhere but right into the kitchen. 
Maybe we could try tocombinethem. The . 
matriarchs of Ancient Sparta, for in- 
stance, made combat a part of the 
marriage ceremony. It was held that a 
newly wedded couple who engaged in a 
half hour’s wrestling match could learn 
more about each other in that time than 
in 10 years of marriage. And there are long 
medieval ballads which describe the quest 
of female knights for adventure, glory, 
etc. These female knights went about 
engaging male knights in combat. If they 
were beaten or victorious, they moved on. 
When a sparring match ended in a draw, 
they shook hands and settled down. Nice 
visions. Maybe we could start thinking 
about how to make them work.

New York City — They won’t have 
Secretariat to kick around much longer. 
Almost certainly the greatest 
thoroughbred of all time, he will be 
entered in three, perhaps four more races 
this fall, after which he will never race 
again. Come November Secretariat will, 
at the age of three, embark on a new 
career — as the highest-paid gigolo in 
history. 

If retiring Secretariat in his prime does 
seem to be effectively cheating the racing 
public, who already constitute one of the 
most persecuted species in this country, it 
must be conceded that all those folks who 
anted up $190,000 apiece toward the $6 
million-plus syndicate which purchased 
his stud services early this year do have 
some rights at that price. 

Not only is there no guarantee that 
Secretariat will produce winners — after 
generations of inbreeding, it is an exigent 
possibility that he could turn out to be a 
genetically warped freak capable of siring 
nothing but three-legged, two-headed 
progens — but for that matter it could 
develop that his sperm count ap- 
proximates that of a gelded mule. 

In any case, the powers that be who 
have a stake in the future of Secretariat’s 
sex life would doubtless prefer that he 
hang it up right now. (Fortunately, at 
least owner Penny Tweedy’s agreement 
with the syndicate allows him to run until 
November.) There is, they reason, 
nothing further to be gained after the Tri- 
ple Crown, and there is plenty to lose. 
While he probably will run in the fall (The 
Travers Stakes at Saratoga in August, 
the Woodward at Belmont in September 
probably the Washington D.C. Inter- 
national at Laurel in October, and as an 
outside possibility — a slim one at that — 
in the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe at 
Longchamp, Paris, in October), the 
possibilities of the syndicate partners 
acceding to Mrs. Tweedy’s wishes and 
allowing him to race as a four year-old are 
virtually nonexistent.

pi this is unlikely in Secretariat’s 
it does happen. A splendid colt nam- 
* Le Hace finished second and 


strongly closing in both the Kentucky 
Derby and the Preakness last year, only to 
be badly beaten in the Belmont. His spirit 
apparently broken in the race, No Le 
Hace, who won over $192,000 in nine 
starts as a three year-old, ran like a preg- 
nant milk cow in 1973 — he has won bare- 
. ly $2,000 in eight times out.) 


While racing fans must surely regret the 
impending absence of Secretariat, surely 
Mrs. Tweedy herself must rue having sold 
the horse as short as she did by syn- 
dicating him before his three year-old 
season, since he could probably command 
twice the price now, less than six months 
later. The problem was that she needed 


' the money then. The taxes on her father 


Christopher Chenery’s estate, combined 
with some mismanagement on the old 
man’s part in his failing years, had left 
Meadow Stables on the brink of going into 


_ receivership, hence the early syndication. 


If Churchill on Derby Day is awe- 
inspiring with its ambience of tradition 
and class, and Pimlico is disappointment, 
a Triple Crown race run at a Country 
Fair, the word to describe Belmont on the 
day of the Stakes is big. (Unlike the Der- 
by and the Preakness, there is no infield 
seating at the Belmont, yet the crowd was 
over 70,000, meaning that the 
clubhouse/grandstand attendance was 
double that of the other two.) The track 
itself is huge, looking more like the oval at 
the Indianapolis 500 than the mile and a 
half it actually is; there is undoubtedly no 
other expanse of open land so large so 
close to New York City. 


The sun was out and it was hotter than 
hell, but then you don’t get much sun in 
the clubhouse bar anyway. Before our 
party had set out my plunging partner 
Tony Heyes, in whose company I’d watch- 
ed Secretariat win the first two legs of the 
Triple Crown, had cleaned out the last 
$400 of his OTB account with a bet on the 
horse, and discovered in the process from 
OTB that Knightly Dawn had been 
scratched, allaying the last of our fears. 


Pancho Martin, the ebullient trainer of 
perpetual runner-up Sham had, 
presumably chastened by his two losses, 
been making less noise before this race, 
but his announced intention to run 
Knightly Dawn as an entry with Sham in 
the Belmont was both psychologically and 
physically’ ominous, particularly sifice 
he’d scheduled Milo Valenzuela to ride 
him. Knightly Dawn, who’d won the Twin 
Spires, a $20,000 consolation race for 
Kentucky Derby eligibles immediately 
preceding the Derby, and more recently 
the Jersey Derby, would at least in theory 
have been a ‘rabbit’ for Sham, a speed 
horse who would hopefully tire 


Shootout: Hot Time Summer the City

For three days and nights 
the troops of Inner City, a spritual nation 
unto itself, marched to Boston Univer- 
sity’s Case Center. They did not come to 
protest against this week’s status of school 
busing, having to set a dinner place for 
cockroaches, the cancellation of Sanford 
and Son, or even having to share the same 
race with Sammy Davis, Jr. Greeting 


_summer with a knowing smile, they had 


come to view a special World Series in the 
game which is the national pasttime of 
Inner City — basketball. The fact that 
Case Center was hotter than a slum 
landlord’s breath with its central air- 
conditioning system broken was a trifle. 
Heat is just another old adversary to the 
Armies of the Street. 

The Armies of the Street had come en 
masse to the second annual WILD High 
School Basketball Shootout, a unique 
post post-season carnival involving the 
elite basketball talent from eight general 
areas: Boston, Washington, D.C., New 
York, Chicago, Pittsburgh, Atlanta, 
Connecticut and New Jersey (the Sonny 
Hill-coached team which pulled a bush, 
last minute no-show when they couldn’t 
have expenses for eighteen players instead 
of the allotted ten.). And while some peo- 
ple cursed the heat, most of them mutter- 
ing about being in hell as they mopped 
white faces with white hankerchiefs, the 
Armies of the Street couldn’t have cared 
less. For them, the Shootout was pure 
heaven. 

Because this wasn’t just a, yawn, 
basketball elimination tournament, a 
boring NIT with a dash of soul and maybe 
a wristwatch if you won. In fact, the entire 
affair might better have been rechristened 
the Second Annual Shakin’ and Bakin,’ 


add and Cookin,’ Struttin’ and Mut- 


ton (chop sideburns) Real Fine 


. Whatshappenin Get-it Together. For 


those who feel there is a poetic quality to 
the game of basketball (mostly black 
poetry), who see it as being orchestrated 
by the mad music of the moment — the 
people, in short, for whom a slam dunk is 
a glimpse of the Hereafter — the Shootout 
was a rare and welcome orgy. There were 
NO SMOKING signs all over Case 
Center, but in no way did they apply to 
the wild and wonderful theatrics being 
staged on the court. For the players at 
Case last weekend, it was strictly smoke 
’em if you got ’em. 

The Shootout, whose name is part of 
the vernacular of that ole Converse 
sneaker corral known as the playground 
and which was won this year by a flashy, 
deep team from Chicago, is the product of 
the everfertile imagination of Boston 
Youth Activities Commissioner Rudy 
Cabrel, and the leg work and deft public 
relations of a Coca-Cola character actor 
named Kenny Hudson (once the NBA’s 
first black referee). Since last year had 
been a dreamy trip for Boston school 
basketball, Cabrel approached Hudson 
with the idea of having a Boston team 
play a similar group from Connecticut. 
Hudson suggested the addition of two 
more teams, from Washington and New 
York, got Boston’s rock-and-soul station 
WILD to sponsor the thing, and the, uh, 
first shots of the Shootout had been fired. 

Spurred by the success of his initial 
outing, which was won by a splendid 
Boston team, Hudson this go-round 
decided to go to eight teams. Next year, 
there is talk of Pro-Keds sponsorship 
(read “Pro-Keds dollars’) and Hudson 


has est sounded out Cleveland, Los 
Angeles and Indianapolis. Little Kenneth 
has done gone out and created the closest 
thing we might ever have to a national 
high school tournament. 

“The main purpose of the thing,” said 
the dapper Hudson, who does a lot of 
playful jiving but who cares deeply about 
street kids and their futures, “is just to 
see good basketball. And it’s good for the 
kids. It’s a good chance for visiting kids to 
get away from home for awhile.” “Home” 
in this case can be translated to mean 
whatever playground or Boys’ Club or 
YMCA at which kids play their summer 
ball. 

Al Green, a lefthanded guard on the 
New York team who put on a long-range 
bombing exhibition on Friday as he led 
his team over Pittsburgh, is one of those 
who got away from home for awhile. One 
of Green’s homes is an apartment on East 
176th Street in New York where he lives 
with his five brothers and three sisters. 
His other home is the City Y at 171st 
Street and Claremont Avenue. A junior at 
Holland Prep who began playing basket- 
ball only four years ago, Green’s summer 
job is as a counselor at the Claremont 
Park playground. He was glad to be in 
Boston. 

“You get to see different ballplayers,” 
he said, “and different kinds of styles. 

“And the trip is nice, you know? I'd 
never seen a trolley car, or whatever you 
call those things. I’d just heard about ’em. 
But today I looked out of our bus on the 
way over here, and I see somethin’ coming 
out of a tunnel. I said, ‘What’s that?’ 
Then I just kinda started to laugh.” 

The two biggest responses from the

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Secretariat with an early pace before 
Sham made his move. (The way the race 
was ultimately run it is doubtful that any 
rabbit in the world could have stayed with 
Secretariat’s pace for more than half a 
mile, but be that as it may it was the 
theory.) More implicitly threatening was 
the jockey. Valenzuela is one of those 
fellows who'd be more at home in a roller 
derby rink than on a race track. He’s been 
set down for rough riding so many times 
he ought to be required to adopt black 
and white stripes for racing silks, and the 
mere possibility that he might get his 
horse out in front of Secretariat early was 
enough to give one pause: what might Ron 
Turcotte have to do to get around him? 

In any case, Knightly Dawn was out of 
the race, and there were but four 
challengers remaining. We got on the 
train for the track, Tony with another 
$600 earmarked for Secretariat, and me 


_intending to bet whatever I had ac- 


cumulated the first seven races.

Penny Tweedy received a standing ova- 
tion when she walked into the paddock 
area to watch Lucien Laurin saddle her 
horse. Ron Turcotte and Laurin were 
similarly beseiged by well-wishers and 
television cameras, and following their 
lead, Secretariat stopped as if on cue and 
posed for the photographers before 
proceeding to his stall. (He was to do the 
same thing at the starting gate, before 
entering the gate on his own. No only did 
nobody lead him in, the goddamn horse 
knew which post position he was running 
out of.) As he paraded around the pad- 
dock the applause was so loud he momen- 


tarily looked like he was going to be 
spooked. 

In deference to Sham, he is a brilliant 
horse in his own right, and but for his mis- 
fortune in being born the same year as 
Secretariat, he might have been a Triple 
Crown winner. While his jockey Laffite 
Pincay had admitted that he didn’t think 
his horse could win, to his credit he tried 
to win the race. Had Pincay decided ‘to 
hell with Secretariat’ and ridden for se- 
cond place he would most assuredly have

finished there. Again. 

But the handwriting was on the wall in 
the paddock, as Sham shuffled out, his 
hind legs so heavily bandaged that they 
looked for all the world like he was walk- 
ing on a pair of mummies. It developed 
that they were covering ice packs and 
were removed before the race, but the 
bandages portended ominously enough 
that in the last fifteen minutes before the 
race the price on Sham climbed steadily 
until he went off at 5 to 1. ‘ 

I had by that time been reduced to the 
role of a spectator. Having gone 0 for 7 on 


Sham jumped out to an early lead, 
which he held halfway through the first 
turn. Turcotte eased Secretariat around 
him so effortlessly that unless one took 
one’s eyes off the race long enough to look 
at the teletimer it was all but un- 
noticeable that he was running at such a 
blazing pace. Pincay chased him in vain 
down the backstretch, and as Secretariat 
began to draw away it become a one- 
house race. Turcotte continued to draw 
away as Sham fell to the rear, and by the 
time he romped down the stretch to the 
foot-stomping cheers of 70,000 people and 


comet the finish line he was an incredi- 
ble 31 lengths ahead of the second-place 
Twice A Prince. Sham was dead last.

Flaherty, it turned out, had formed a 
syndicate of his own, and he and his 
backers had bet Tony’s $600 on 
Secretariat to place, a retrospectively 
brilliant move since by running Sham and 
third-favorite My Gallant out of the place 
pool, Secretariat paid more — $2.40 — to 
place than he did to win at $2.20. After 
paying Tony off they were $60 ahead on 
the race. 

I borrowed $50 and sat back to watch 
my horse win the ninth, the only winner 
I'd have all day. ‘Oh well,” Joe's lady 
Jeanine consoled me, “how many people 
get to see a Triple Crown horse win all 
three races?” 

“Yeah,” I replied, 
once. 

“Jesus, what a horse,"’ I shook my head 
in admiration. ‘“Thing is, I can't imagine 
how in hell he got beat so bad in the 
Wood.” 

“Oh, the Wood," Jeanine laughed. 
“You've got to like him even more after 
that. He’s human just like us. He just got 
up that morning with a hangover or 
something and said ‘Oh hell, I don't feel 
like running today.” 

But like everyone else at Belmont that 
day, wherever their money might have 
been, I left content. It had been a magnifi- 
cent race by a magnificent colt the likes of 
which we may never see again. ; 

For that matter, we may not see him 
race again, but one thing is certain. If 
Secretariat can screw like he can run, at 
six million he was a steal.

crowd on Friday, the tournament’s open- 
ing day, were reserved for Connie 
Hawkins, who was coaching the 
Pittsburgh team, and the appearance of 
the Satch Sanders-coached Boston club. 
The arrival of Hawkins on the court 
prompted a prolonged, foot-stamping 
ovation, a loud and loving cacophony 
which grew and spread in a moment to the 
point were Case nearly became a fire 
hazard. The Hawk, whose playground ex- 
ploits were more important to the people 
on hand than anything he will ever do 
with a group known as the Phoenix Suns, 
was attired in a purple jump suit which 
looked like it was made out of material 
which crossed crushed velvet and denim 
— “crushed venom,” he called it. Hawk’s 
team lost to New York, but he remained 
cool despite his gross state of overdress, 
once again proving that superstars don’t 
sweat. 

When the Boston team took .the court 
for its opening game with Georgia, the 
crowd did sommething a little different. It 
boohed. The fact that the team went out 
and got punished by a big, physical 
Georgia team, 91-74, didn’t help matters 
much. This was hardly a vintage year for 
Boston high school basketball, and the 
lack of talent was further compounded by 
the inevitable comparisons with last 
year’s crop: Bob Carrington, Will 
Morrison, Bill Collins (all now at Boston 
College), Ronald Lee (Oregon), Wayne 
Morrison (UNH), and Carleton Smith 
(Rhode Island). In addition, there was 
long and loud grumbling across the city 
that Sanders had not picked the best 
team from the available talent. And 


when Sanders started four white kids on 
Friday (Boston had the most whites of 
any team in the tournament — eight. In 
comparison, Pittsburgh had one, Georgia 
two; Chicago and Washington, the tour- 
nament’s two finalists, had ‘none ), the 
predominately black crowd vocalized its 
dissatisfaction. 

“The team he cut could beat the team 
he got,” said Tony Vaughn, a member of 
this year’s 19-2 Cathedral team, as he sat 
smoking outside during a respite in play. 
Vaughn triéd out for the team and was 
cut. “Satch took everybody that had any 
kind of style to their game and cut ’em. 
There’s people sittin’ on the walls out here 
that are better than the players in there.” 
The Bostons, who were not supposed to 
win a game, vindicated themselves 
somewhat as they won one of the consola- 
tion games on Saturday against Connec- 
ticut with Middleboro sophmore David 
Harrison, the state’s next great player, 
leading the way. 

The elimination of Boston hurt the 
attendance for Saturday’s semi-finals not 
at all. One of the Shootout’s three best 
teams, however — either Chicago, Atlan- 
ta or Washington — was doomed to be 
eliminated on Saturday. It was Atlanta, 
which fell to a fleet, sweet group of 
Washington guards led by Alonzo 
“Cheese” Holloway, 87-78, despite the ef- 
forts of 7-2 Clemson-bound center Wayne 
Rollins, who likes to swallow jump shots. 

The Washington-Chicago final was a 
quintessential playground confrontation, 
which means not a lot of defense but 
enough electric offense and rebounding to 
cause an aneurysm. With guards 
Holloway and Skip McDaniel ballhawk- 
ing all over the court and turning steals 
into psychedelic lay-ups, and forwards 
Larry Herron and Ken Carr patrolling the 
boards like red-necked cops in the ghetto, 
the Washingtonians fought back from a 


51-47 halftime deficit to take a 70-67 lead 
after three quarters. But Chicago has this 
year the kind of once-a-decade talent that 
Boston had last year, and this was fated 
to be their tournament. 

Chicago's forwards, Donnie Von Moore 
and John Robinson, sleek and powerful 
both, will be going to Kansas and 
Michigan, respectively, next year. Center 
Bo Ellis will make Al Maguire very happy 
at Marquette. One guard, smooth Rickie 
Green, will be going to Vincennes (Ind.) 
dr. College, the same school that produc- 
ed Bob McAdoo; the stud of the team, a 
mean dude of a guard named Lee Arthur 
(Swan) Scott will be attending St. Louis 
U. And in the final quarter of the second 
annual Shootout, them folks weren't firin’ 
no blanks. 

After a Holloway breakaway made it 
80-76 with 4:10 to go, the team from the 
Windy City proceeded to huff and puff 
and blow the last 12 points of the game by 
Washington. Green made four of them, 
Robinson two, Ellis two, and Scott four in 
addition to his crucial control of a jump 
ball when it was 81-80. 

It was left for Swan Scott to puncuate 
the weekend. Scott, who oozes the special 
style of the street, wears a garish green- 
and-white tassled knit cap at all times — 
except on the court, where he pats referees. 
on the rump with the same elan with 
which he will hammer an opposing 
shooter to the nearest piece of empty 
basketball court. After his team had won 
on Sunday, Scott was the last player an- 
nounced to the all-tournament team. He 
came shufflin’ out in a toes-out, straight- 
legged, bent-backed strut, an arrogant 
parody of a Bill Cosby parody.

medical students’ charge of un- 
necessary surgery in the OB- 
GYN Department at B.C.H. is 
true or not. However, I assume 
that it is true because two other 
OB-GYN. Departments I have 
been associated with functioned 
in much the same way. One of 
them was at a major teaching 
hospital equivalent to 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
as a referral center in this area. 
The other was at a “good” 
private hospital in the mid- 
West. The only difference 
between the two is that one did 
hysterectomies to teach, the 
other did them for money. 

The point is that Boston City 
Hospital isn’t any different, ex- 
cept in one major consideration 
which the Boston University 
students and Mr. Kozol forget, 
namely that B.C.H. turns away 
no one who is in need of medical 
care. The same week that Kevin 
White was announcing a cut in 
an actual 250 people-populated 
beds at B.C.H., a young girl from 
Rhode Island was admitted there 
on the OB-GYN Service. It turn- 
ed out that she didn’t have 
enough money to get help having 
her baby in Rhode Island. Under 
the impression that 
Massachusetts was a more 
humane state, she came to 
Boston where she was turned 
away by the Boston Lying-In arid 
the Beth Israel for some hocus- 


pocus reason. She had decided 
that her. only recourse was to 
have the baby delivered by her 
husband at home. That prospect 
scared her so much that when 
someone suggested Boston City 
Hospital, she came to the only 
hospital in two states where she 
could get medical care. It is un- 
fortunate that her level of anxie- 
ty was raised--unnecessarily by 
all the bad press B.C.H. has 


gotten lately since she, like many 


of our patients, had no other 
place to go. 

If you think this story far- 
fetched, it can be documented, 
and many others just like it have 
made such things common 
knowledge at B.C.H. The dis- 
tressing thing is that when 
Mayor White made the decision 
to throw out 250 of Boston City 
Hospital’s patients he justified 
the move by figures which show- 
ed that the other hospitals in the 
area operated at less than 90‘. 
capacity. However, those same 
charts proved that on Monday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday the 
private and referral hospitals in 
the area — which do most of 
their business with people ad- 
mitted electively for diagnostic 
tests — were virtually full. Of 
course, they really emptied out 
on weekends and gave Kevin 
White, who gets his care at the 
Phillips House at M.G.H., a niee 
occupancy rate to use to justify 


the cut. 

By the way, if you are ever in 

an accident and knocked un- 
conscious chances are good you'll 
end up at B.C.H., because there 
your finances are irrelevant and 
the Boston cops know B.C.H. is 
the best hospital in the city for 
trauma. Hopefully, after the bed 
cut you'll be able to get in, but 
don’t count on it early in the 
week. 
' Starting this month Boston 
City Hospital begins to turn 
away patients for the first time 
in its existence. It will be in- 
teresting to see if private 
hospitals in the area are willing 
to turn away paying customers 
to accept B.C.H.’s patients. 
Maybe Mr. Kozol could do a lit- 
tle investigation on his own and 
find out for us. 

American medicine is sick and 
I would think the news media 
could find a more suitable 
target than the only hospital in 
Boston which provides medical 
care to anyone, regardless of 
financial status, age, race, etc., 
and does a fine job most of the 
time.

If music be the sound of money, play on 


In an era when music executives 


a often achieve the celebrity of the 


musicians whose affairs they 


© manage, Don Kirshner;*for all the 
* power and influence he commands, 
' has remained a surprisingly 
» shadowy figure. Publishing is the 
> least visible aspect of the recording 
- industry, and this accounts for some 
' of Kirshner’s remove, but he has 
' also been a producer and record 


company head, and is now involved 


| in television production. Seemingly 
» half the major figures in the music 


business today have passed through 
his portals during the past fifteen 


years, usually on their way to even 


bigger things. Sheer statistics can 


, give some idea of the breadth of the 


man’s interests: well over four hun- 


> dred of the songs he has published 
» have made the charts, and in turn 
' sold over 150 million records. 


Two factors would seem to be 


' most responsible for his success. 


One is his embodiment of the classic 


© American values — captain of the 
: college basketball team with dreams 
| of making it in business, today a 


devoted family man — so that he 
can accurately gauge the country’s 
tastes and moods through mere self- 


| examination. The second and cor- 


rolary factor is his ignorance of 
music in the technical sense (he can 
neither read nor play.) Hence he 
places a premium on lyric and 
melodic simplicity, which happens 


| to appeal to the broadest segment of 
‘the American public. Kirshner real- 


ly is the ultimate amateur. 

In the early sixties Kirshner’s 
music represented much of what 
was best as well as most successful 
for the time. As pop split into 
serious or heavy or underground 
music on the one hand, and plastic 
top-forty on the other, this com- 
prehensiveness became impossible 


to maintain. A lot of the music 


Kirshner has personally developed 
in the past few years falls into the. 
latter category. With his attach- 
ment to the tried and true formulas 
of the past, he has not paralleled the 
artistic growth of some of his former 


colleagues, not kept apace with ‘he 


vanguard of the industry. 


However, he has remained enor- 
mously adroit, opportunistic and 


- flexible, not to mention personable 


and unaffected. David Bieber, who 
helped in the research for this arti- 
cle, and I took an elevator to the 
28th floor of the Capitol building in 
New York City, the home of 
Kirshner Entertainment Corp. 
Ankle deep in carpeting, we were 
ushered into Kirshner’s huge private 
office (we didn’t notice the grand 
piano until we were leaving). No 
papers littered the desk; the walls 


were lined with gold records and the » 


framed title pages of Kirshner sheet 
music. The office was the archetypal 
entertainment tycoon’s spread — a 
Hollywood set, large picture win- 


‘dows through which loomed the 


towers of the Manhattan skyline, a 
perfect aerie from which to detect 
the desires of the nation and plot 
their satisfaction._ 

Mr. Kirshner commanded the in- 
terview as he commands his 
business. The first three-quarters of 
the following is a monologue, follow- 
ed by the old Q and A. 


~ I never had any idea of going into 
the music business at all — no 
musical training, I can’t read or 
write music. Everything I’ve done 
has been accomplished through feel 
and instinct. All I ever had dreamed 
of doing when I got out of school was 
to play pro basketball. But my 
senior year in college, 1956, I was 
working as a bellhop on Long Island. 
I was swimming in a pool, and a 16 


year old kid at the end of it was 
playing the piano. I got out and said 
“Why don’t you put words to it?” (I 
didn’t even use the terminology 
“lyrics” ’cause I wasn’t sure of the 
meaning.) He said fine, so I did it. 
Frankie Laine was at the hotel — I 
was waiting on him, carrying his 
bags — and somebody said why 
don’t you send it to Frankie Laine. 
We played it for him, and he said 
why don’t you make a demonstra- 
tion record. We got a bartender to 
sing, and so forth. I went into the 
studio. It was very exciting — I was 
in the music business, and I did my. 
first song. Nothing happened to the 
song, but I got a songwriting con- 
tract. 

-—In a candy store in my 


neighborhood I was introduced to a ~ 


fellow who was down and out — he 
was cleaning latrines at the time. 
His name was Waldon Robert 
Cassotto. Bobby Darin. We went to 


this girl’s house in the |:

I 
didn’t know anything about the 
business, except that it sounded 
kind of glamorous — stars and 
Frankie Laine. It was better than 
jump-shooting. 


So Bobby and I teamed up. The is 
first year was kind of rocky. My — 
senior year at Upsala College, I was © 


listening to a radio station, WNJR, 
which had the worst commercials in 
the world. So I said ‘Bobby, I’ve got 
an idea to make some money; we’ll 
go around the streets of Newark 
with your tape-recorder and we'll go 
from store to store and sell them 
commercials.” For three or four days 
everybody threw us out. Then one 
fellow gave us a break. We got $150 
for a furniture commercial. We put 
it on the air. It was a sensation — 
Bobby was singing it. Then we went 
to another store — the guy gave us 


, $500. So it gave Bobby and myself a 


little encouragement. 


Then I brought Bobby to Atlantic 
Records.

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The Orson Welles Film School, which has been in operation since 
September, 1970, offers a two year program in filmmaking. The first 
year includes work with super 8 and sync sound super 8; the second 
includes 16 millimeter production. As originally conceived, the work- 
ing professional faculty and students would work together to produce 
feature-length films. So far this has not happened, but the School is 
in a process of change. In a brief phone interview, Ralph Hoagland, 
backer of the School, said that current discussions among the faculty 
are going to precipitate a change in the entire concept of the School. 


Change has certainly been coming in the form of upheaval. A co- 
director. of the School was fired last February; many of the faculty 
quit in late May after the end of the spring semester. 


Last December Wally Carbone, managerial co-director in charge of 
the budget and finances, announced that he would be leaving within 
a few months. In late February, without prior notice, he fired Susan 
Leeds, co-director in charge of personnel, curriculum, and daily 
management of the school. Carbone offered two reasons for the firing: 
the School was in financial straits and could not afford to keep her 
on; new people were needed to bring in fresh ideas. According to 
Leeds the “‘one solid fact he could come up with was money, though it 
seemed an unwise way of cutting the budget.”” Many of the faculty 
and staff were angry at this turn of events. 

_ “Wally did this little vaudeville routine,” said one former faculty 
member. “Susan was thought to be the only one who did things. She 
had direct contact with both students and faculty. So there we were 
left holding the whatever — this huge wet towel.” 


A series of meetings ensued — some restricted to just faculty and 
staff, others including Carbone and Hoagland. Despite the expressed 
dissatisfaction, Leeds was not rehired. Eventually she received 
severance pay. 

The firing was ‘‘a heavy emotional shock,” Leeds recently recalled. 
“T wasn’t in on the very, very beginning stages, but once the school 
opened, I was there. We were there 12 hours a day, sometimes every 
day. It got in your gut and stayed in your gut.” 

In mid-March Jim Gutman — student in the 16 millimeter 
program during 1971-72, worker in admissions since last summer, 
was appointed the new director of the School. This action further up- 
set a number of faculty members. With about 230 students and, at 
the time, according to Gutman, 18 faculty members (a former 
employee put the number at 12), the Film School is potentially a 
clique. Apparently it was not easy for Gutman to work with some of 
the faculty. They didn’t trust all of his judgments and wanted Leeds 
reinstated. In addition there were unsolved financial problems, and 
from most accounts, the School has never made it financially. Short- 
ly after the beginning of the spring semester, it was announced that 
there was not enough money to fulfill lab obligations to the students. 
Many projects had to be dropped completely at various stages of 
work. Since then, more money has been provided and some of the 
students are staying an extra few weeks to finish their work. 

After another round of meetings, a number of faculty members 
decided in late April to leave the School. Gutman says six or seven 
teachers, a former employee says eight. Without name-calling or 
dramatic walk-out, the faculty involved taught until the semester 
was over in early June and ended all requirements and com- 
mitments. 

But even this break is not clean. One faculty member admitted 
that he had been planning to take a year off anyway to work on his 
own projects before returning sometime to teach. 


With this mass exodus the faculty turnover at the three year old 
School is now complete. Only Hoagland remains from the beginning. 
Of the departing members, he commented, “They’re not there 
because they didn’t function efficiently.” 


“If it hasn’t worked,” conceded one former teacher, “‘it’s partially 
our fault. As little as they communicated with us, it’s also our fault 
for not communicating with them.”

Then 
the person who had originally reported the fainting came down the 
aisle and put things aright. |

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Film: The Devil Made Her

Editor’s note: The aesthetic merits of 
the film in question may not appear to be 
what's on trial, but we feel a certain 
obligation to present at least a minimal 
plot synopsis; you, readership, are surely 
more interested in drama than you are in 
mere skin, n’est-ce pas? So here’s what 
happens: Miss Jones is about to die a 
lonely virgin when she’s suddenly, as if by 
magic, given a second chance. Knowing 
she'll be en route to Hell anyway, she 
figures she may as well earn her passage, 
and hence embarks on a series of sinful 
exploits. Included among her playmates 
are various species of wildlife and a randy 
bowl of fruit. 
“A clock work what?” 
“A Clockwork Orange.” 
“What’s a clock work orange??” 
Suffolk County Superior Court Judge 
Harry Kalus had directed his question to 
Michael Shinagel, who was in the process 
of drawing an interesting and viable 
parallel, comparing the aesthetic 
cohesiveness of the musical score and 
visuals in Gerard (Deep Throat) 
-Damiano’s The Devil In Miss Jones with 
Stanley Kubrick’s utilization of 
Beethoven’s 9th Symphony in Clockwork 
Orange. Mr. Shimagel, Harvard Ph.D. 
and Chairman of the English Department 
at Union College, was the second witness 
to be called by Herbert Schwartz, counsel 
for Esquire Theatres of America Inc. 
(owners of the Astor Theatre, potential 
Boston exhibitor of The Devil In Miss 
Jones). It was the first day of a Superior 
Court hearing through which Schwartz 
hoped to obtain a favorable “declaratory 
judgment” that would open the doors of 
the Astor (at no risk of police action 
against his clients) for the erotically in- 
clined of Boston to view Miss Jones, une- 
quivocally the best porno/art effort to 
date. 


* * * 


The word had come down — heavily — 
from D.A. Garrett H. Byrne’s office that, 
upon re-examination, the film was found 
to be grossly obscene and lacking in any 
socially redeeming value, and, if Miss 
Jones opened at the Astor for public view- 
ing, an indictment would be sought charg- 
ing criminal obscenity. The exhibitors, 
not wishing to risk the possibility of spen- 
ding a night in jail, cancelled the opening 
and instructed their attorney to request a

hearing for a “declaratory judgment.” 
The hearing began promptly at 10:00 
a.m. on Monday, May 14th, Judge Kalus 
presiding. The Judge wasted no time in 
requesting that the film be screened for 
him immediately. Schwartz, council for 
the Astor, came prepared with a number 
of legal arguments and two witnesses (but 
no film) and requested that the judge- 
ment be made entirely on the forthcoming 
testimony. The Judge denied this motion 
and once again stated, rather emphatical- 
ly, that he would now view the film. 
Schwartz, obviously hesitant about the 
positive merit of screening Miss Jones for 
the Judge, then requested that the peti- 
tion for declaratory judgement be 
withdrawn. John McAuliffe and Ronald 
Brenan, the D.A.’s representatives, quick- 
ly motioned for a complete dismissal. 
Judge Kalus became adamant; absolutely 
nothing was going to interfere with his 
rendezvous with Miss Jones. He rejected 
both motions, chastised council Schwartz 
for poor courtroom behavior, and ordered 
the principals to meet with him in his 
chambers. The clock on the rear court 


room wall had no hands, but it was ap- 
proximately 10:30 when the gentlemen fil- 
ed silently out of the mysterious 
chambers, on their way to the Judge’s 
private screening. 

The Afternoon session began at 2:00 
P.M., and as far as I’m concerned it was 
the climax of the hearing. The general 
mood for most of the three-day affair had 
progressed quickly from indignation tc 
frustration and disgust. The only comedy 
to spice the hearing was provided by Asst. 
D.A. McAuliffe’s evident delight in being 
able to say things like “masturbation,” 
“fornication,” “cunnilingus,” “fellatio” 
and “sperm” in the hallowed halls of 
justice (although someone should explait. 


, to the confused council that fellatio is a 


biological impossibility between twc 
women.) : 
The first witness to be called in defense 
of Miss Jones was Charles Michener, a 
young journalist and film critic foi 
Newsweek Magazine. After establishing 
Mr. Michener’s impressive writing 
credentials, Mr. Schwartz attempted tc 
construct a contemporary critical 


framework in which to ascertain the 
relative value of Miss Jones. Objections 
were raised by Mr. McAuliffe at nearly 
every question involving a statement or 
opinion comparing Miss Jones to any con- 
temporary film (Last Tango) or literary 
work (No Exit “. . . John Sartre, you 
say?”). Judge Kalus never asked for a 
qualification of any of the Asst. D.A.’s 
objections; he simply upheld them. Both 
the Judge and McAuliffe appeared to be 
in their late sixties. 

In general, Michéner remained unin- 
timidated by the Judge and Mr. 
McAuliffe, although everyone else in the 
courtroom seemed to be disturbed by the 
constantly interrupted and difficult line 
of questioning that Mr. Schwartz chose to 
follow. Anyway, Michener eventually did 
manage to give his professional opinions 
concerning Miss Jones. He found socially 
redeeming value in the film’s method of 
dealing seriously with sexual fantasy and 
frustration. He also found value in the 
blatantly Catholic moral that suicide is a 
‘mortal sin,’ punishable by eternal hell. 
Mr. Michener considered the technical 
craftsmanship to be of a fairly high level. 

Under cross-examination, Michener 
was repeatedly stopped from pursuing 
any comparison of Miss Jones with other 
sexually oriented films. Mr. McAuliffe 
seemed to take particular pleasure in hav- 
ing Mr. Michener “state for the record” 
that he was being paid $500 plus expenses 
for his “expert testimony.” Every objec- 
tion raised by Mr. Schwartz had to be ex- 
plained in detail to the Judge, who then 
overruled them anyway. 

Prof. Michael Shinagel, the second 
witness for the defense, presented an ex- 
tremely articulate argument that the film 
deserved a niche in the History of Western 
Literature. In an attempt to show how sex 
can play an important function in a 
literary masterpiece, Shinagel began to 
relate Milton’s interpretation of Eve and 
the Genesis from Paradise Lost. This 
seemed to personally insult the Judge's 
understanding of the Bible, and he 
abruptly ended the Prof.’s line of 
testimony. At this point Mr. Schwartz, 
visibly upset, gave up in disgust — “.. . 
no further questions!”’ The following mor- 
ning Mr. Schwartz took the court by sur- 
prise in resting his case at 10:00 a.m., with 
no additional testimony or evidence sub- 
mitted.

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A DOLL’S HOUSE. Produced by 
Hillard Elkins. Directed by Patrick

This version is crisp and competent, es- 
sentially true to both the substance and 
period of Ibsen’s play, and it showcases a 
flawless performance by that eternally 
flawless Friend of the Classics, Claire 
Bloom. The whole production is as 
tasteful as it is unimaginative, drawing 
most of its strength from Ibsen, and from 
the impressive array of English character 
actors (Dame Edith Evans, in particular, 
is superb) who decorate its periphery. 

A Doll’s House may not be dated, but 
neither is it timeless; it’s a period piece, 
and as such it poses certain problems. 
Nora’s predicament is both exaggerated 
and clear-cut, and the potency of her final 
decision (delivered brilliantly by Bloom) 
is somewhat undermined by its relative 
simplicity. A modern audience, in con- 
sidering Nora’s problems, must abstract 
in order to identify— Nora’s desperate 
attempts to keep Torvald entertained, for 
instance, are more gripping when 
abstracted from the context of the play, 
converted into a more modern emotional 
equivalent. Given this need to translate 
the action into more complex contem- 
porary terms, the story’s conclusion is a 
bit too broad to dispel the pain, although 
Nora’s decision certainly is emotionally 
satisfying. It’s a bit like the end of On The 


Waterfront, when Marlon Brando and the 
union finally triumph. You feel great, yes, 
but you're left with the lingering notion 
that the problem was somehow bigger 
than all that. 

There are two new film versions of the 
play, incidentally. The other one, directed 
by Joseph Losey, stars Jane Fonda 
(reportedly not speaking to anyone on 
location by the time filming was over) and 
David Warner. That one, thanks to a tacit 
agreement between the two competing 
film companies, is to play each city at a 
different time than this one does, and it 
will be called The Doll’s House, so as not 
to mislead audiences—who, like Nora, are 
apparently judged a little too scatter- 
brained to understand.

Pink Flamingoes is a film that 
deliberately seeks to disgust, in a step by 
step process that recalls a college boys’ 
gross-out contest. The coherency of its 
commitment is all-encompassing; in its 
pursuit of chuckles coupled to dry-heaves, 
it is the most relentless cinematic attack 
on escapism I have ever seen. It is enough 
to drive its viewers from the theater, with 
an urgent need to brush their teeth and 
take hot showers. 

The plot line concerns a power-struggle 
between two parties for the title of

lady named Divine who lives in seclusion 
in a garish house trailer with her insane 
mother (who hulks in a crib and demands 
eggs), her insane son (who rapes his dates 
while forcing smashed chickens between 
their bodies) and her insane travelling 
companion (whose excesses are more of 
the mind). The front yard of the trailer is 
decorated with pink flamingoes. 

Pretenders to the “Filthiest’’ title are 
an odd couple, the Marbles, who run a hot 
baby ring by kidnapping hitchhiking girls 
whom their chauffeur rapes. They then 
sell the resultant babies to lesbian 
couples. Their digs are decorated in the 
proud trappings of tastelessness; movie 
posters advertising Liz Taylor’s “‘Boom” 
and other dogs, el cheapo prints of smar- 
my Renaissance ladies, ect. 


John Waters claims the purpose of his 
films is to make us laugh, but he seeks the 
crudest laughs imaginable; the laughs 
that bubble to the surface in lieu of vomit, 
the laughs we force ourselves to make to 
prove we are still alive in the face of 
atrocities. Each incident within the film 
builds upon previous incidents in an 
attempt to go one further. Hence by the 
end of the first reel the audience should 
realize that a dogshit eating scene is 
apodictical. 


Divine, the only truly professional per- 
former in the troup, handles such scenes 
with relish. She is a grand, grotesque com- 
ic figure who lends the film just enough 
slick, nerve-jangling conviction and non-

chalance to make the story seem like real 
cinema, rather than the embarrassing 
home porno it would otherwise appear to 
be. Waters does know how to use her. She 
is a monster of depravity, yet she is also a 
loving mother and a remarkably good- 
natured human being. When she appears, 
she is merely dedicated to maintaining 
her title. As she drives her ’56 Cadillac 
(now there’s a tasteless car!) she attempts 
to run down hitchhikers—unlike the 
Marbles who, in their 59 Caddy (twice as 
tasteless), kidnap and enslave young girls. 
Whereas Divine’s loathesome actions are 
natural and without malice, the Marbles 
are truly evil creatures who seek to 
humiliate, dominate, and destroy in their 
search for fame. 

These are hardly stock characters. 
Their excesses are far too grand to have 
become cinema history; their perversions 
contain that spark of originality which 
betrays an awareness of what a jaded 
audience will stand. The handheld 
cameras, the amateur acting, the tawdry 
sets all contribute to an overwhelming at- 
mosphere of sordidness. This is a sordid 
movie. But if you can stand to sit through 
it, it is a funny movie. I walked out after 


an hour.

THE CHINESE CONNECTION.

Watching The Chinese Connection is 
rather like watching two armies of Mex- 
ican jumping beans slug it out while 
stretched on speed. The ridiculous plot 
once again involves two rival martial arts 
schools. One school is Chinese and good. 
The other school is Japanese and bad. 
The producers of this film milk 
Chinese/Japanese antagonism without 
compunction, portraying all Japanese as 
Chinese-hating racists. The Japanese who 
are not fighters wear giant thick spec- 
tacles and have buck teeth. 


There are interesting possibilities in- 
herent in the setting, which takes place 
during the Japanese occupation of 
Shanghai prior to WW II, but the film ig- 
nores the social issues in favor of surface 
racism. 


One interesting, discouraging develop- 
ment that is bound to become a trend in 
martial arts films is the introduction of a 
honky villain, in this case a Russian 
named Petrov who has been lent to the 
Japanese martial arts school at a time 
when the Soviets were doubtless more in- 
terested in cultivating Japanese 
friendship than Chinese. 

The only redeeming feature of this par- 
ticular fist ’em up is the star, Bruce Lee, 
who possesses powerful film presence. 
Lee’s performance as a neurotic fighter 


driven to the point of madness is hackle- 
raising. His movements in combat have a 


grace and balance ideally suited to ¢ 


cinema; he fights with holes, leaving op- 
ponents hanging in frozen agony on the 
end of his arm while all motion stops_in 
preparation for the next blow. His use of 
the ko-budo nun chaku is fantastic, all 


the more so within the context of the film 
because chakus are a Japanese weapon 
used against the vile Japanese. 

The film proved so inspiring to the row- 
dy audience, that a fight broke out direct- 
ly in front of me between two strangers of 


different races.

On Wednesday, the third day of the - 


hearing, Mr. McAuliffe presented the 
D.A.’s abbreviated case, charging that the 
film lacked any socially redeeming value. 
In a minor effort to refute prior testimony, 
two witnesses were called by Mr. 
McAuliffe. Both focused on the fact that 
certain scenes presented the viewer with 
nothing but genitalia. A few minutes later 
the hearing was adjourned, with both 
counsels agreeing to a pre-arranged con- 
tinuance. 

The Miss Jones hearing will resume 
after the Federal Supreme Court hands 
down a decision on at least one of the 
“obscenity group seven” cases pending 
before it. The decision is expected to 
either amend the law (in terms of es- 
tablishing an effortless system, with 
precise criteria for judging what is 
obscene and what is not) or turn the entire 
censorship question over to state 
legislatures, or terminate government 
watchdog practices over films by stating 
that for “consenting adults,” anything 


goes (e.g. Denmark). Lawyers, judges, ex- 
hibitors and other porno trade principals 
involved in hundreds of time-consuming, 
fruitless hearings across the country (80 
are pending in N.Y.C. alone) are anxious- 
ly awaiting any decision. Many, if not 
most of the cases, have bogged down in 
muddled local judicial machinery since 
September of 1972, when the Federal 
decision was initially expected. Not 
wishing to be the vehicle for local 
judgements that could very well be in- 
validated by the Federal ruling, many 
judges are dismissing cases into the 
nebulous world of continuance, where no 
decisions are made and all parties in- 
volved remain static — no film exhibited, 
no D.A.-ordered police action, no heavy 
decision-making from the Judge. And 
now, such is the status of The Devil In 
Miss Jones in Boston, as agreed upon by 
Judge Kalus and Messrs. Schwartz, 
McAuliffe, Brenan, and Byrne. 

The Federal Supreme Court Session 
begins in September and ends in June. An 
obscenity decision is expected before June 
20th. If the Honorable Chief Justices do 
not rule before the Summer, they must 
make a decision when they reconvene in 
September. Dat’s the law. 
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¢/Vuusic: Butler Did It

Playing at Paul’s Mall probably doesn’t 
mean a whole lot to most of the white acts 
who play there, since it’s no better or 
worse than the murky lounges and clubs 
in any major city. For Jerry Butler, the 
half mile stretch on Boyston St. between 
the Sugar Shack and Paul’s Mall is the 
symbolic ‘“‘crossing of the tracks,” a 
measure of the respect and integrity he 
has earned for himself and his music. 
Jerry Butler is not just another enter- 
tainer or soul singer; in fact, much of the 
respect for him in the black community 
goes beyond his music. When Jerry Butler 
comes to town it’s an event of no small 
proportion. Aside from the usual guest 
appearance on WILD, there’s time for a 
short TV spot for Black News, visits to the 
Elma Lewis School (he’s on the Board of 
Directors), meetings with activist groups 
and social organizations, as well as just 
meeting the folks. 
Jerry Butler is a disarmingly warm man 
and an articulate spokesman for himself 
and his music. At the present time one of 
his primary concerns is the treatment of 
popular black music by Top 40 radio. 
Recently Jerry sold a million copies of a 
record called ‘“Ain’t Understanding 
Mellow” with no widespread pop airplay 
(you sure didn’t hear it on WRKO), and 
right now a group out of Jerry’s Writers 
Workshop in Chicago called the 
Independents have a record out, “Leaving 
Me,” that is about to sell a million, once 
again with little help from pop radio. 
“Pop radio is programming over thirty 
percent black music and still avoiding 
records that are selling close to a million. 
This is unheard of. They say we’re taking 
over, but that’s not our problem. 
Somebody is buying these records.” 
Since the days of “For Your Precious 
Love” Jerry has been a mainstay on the 
R&B circuit, known particularly for his 


lack of emotional exhibitionism on stage 
(a trait that garnered Jerry his nickname, 
Iceman). But until he met 
producer/songwriter Kenny Gamble, 
developer of the then blossoming 
Philadelphia sound, his recording career 
had only been moderately successful, 


‘commercially and artistically. “I was 


familiar with Kenny’s work with the In- 
truders and I liked his sound. One after- 
noon at Pep’s Bar in Philadelphia we 
opened a few beers and wrote three or four 
songs in two hours, including ‘Never Give 
You Up.” Man that stuff was just popping 


out.” The collaboration between Gamble, 
associate Leon Huff and Butler gave Jerry 
the overwhelming critical and commercial 
success he had been seeking. In the two 
and a half years they were together the 
Gamble/Huff/Butler team produced 


songs like “Only The Strong Survive,” 


“Moody Woman” and “Western Union 
Man,” along with two albums which 
represent some of the finest pop music 
ever recorded, The Iceman Cometh and 
Ice On Ice. Gamble had envisioned that 
eventually Butler would leave Mercury 
and join his label, but Jerry was happy 


where he was. Soon “the music became 
secondary to bullshit’’ and Gamble told 
Butler he would no longer produce him. 

Butler found himself in the position of 
having to put out two albums a year with 
no producer, no songwriters and the 
realization that anything he got from the 
publishing houses would be second-hand. 
Instead of begging for material from New 
York and L.A., he persuaded Chappell 
Music to set up a writers workshop in 
Chicago. Out of this workshop has come’ 
Brenda Lee Eager, Terry Callier, the 
Independents and a whole new approach 
toward songwriting and producing. 

The workshop hasn’t been without its 
problems, particularly for Butler. The 
best material that has come out of it has 
been primarily oriented toward vocal 
groups, things like ‘““The Love We Had 
Stays On My Mind” by the Dells and 
“Leaving Me” by the Independents. The 
Love We Have, The Love We Had (Mer- 
cury 1-660) is the fourth Jerry Butler 
album to come out since his leaving Gam- 
ble and Huff. While it’s the most fully 
realized of the four, it still fails to rise 
above a rather bland combination of 
lyrics, harmonies and melodies. The 
album is a duet with Brenda Lee Eager 
and it never succeeds in capturing the 
tension and dynamics of the two most 
successful songs Jerry has recorded since 
his involvement in the workshop, “Is It 
Real What I Feel” and the masterful 
“Ain’t Understanding Mellow.” Brenda 
Lee sounds unusually muffled. Only rare- 
ly (on “If This World Were Mine” and a 
sprightly song called “I Can’t Stand It’’) 
does the magic of their stage duets shine 
through. 

It had been a long time since I had last 
seen Jerry Butler in person (all I 
remember from that first time was the

Steeleye now live on a knife-edge. Warner 
Bros. would like them to become big-big- 
BIG, like the few of the untold dozens of 
groups they’ve picked up in the last couple of 
years. They keep hoping for another 
America, a seemingly nothing group who 
suddenly showed up with a number 1 single, 
a gold album and the consequent fistful of 
dollars. The trouble is, Steeleye are not even 
seemingly a nothing group, but a very 
talented, highly sophisticated assemblage of 


musicians who, over their past four albums, — 


have evolved a sound and approach and carv- 
ed a musical niche that will probably, by its 
very nature, appeal to few enough people 
never even to earn them a spot on the Hot 
100. In short, these people play English 
traditional music. They’re the intellectual 
heirs of Fairport Convention, and F’port had 
only one of their eight albums on the 
Billboard charts: Babbacombe Lee made it 
to number 196. 

Now Warmers is asking Steeleye to throw 
this all away in favor of the possibility of 
broad mass appeal and hits with a bullet. 
And Steeleye are a little vulnerable right 
now, in the aftermath of a dynamite US. 
tour and world-wide distribution by a giant 
record combine. (For the record, Chrysalis is 


one of the Warner family of labels.) They 
have too much integrity and too much groun- 
ding in folk ever to consider doing anything 
else, so they surely will not sell out, but 
they’ve been a little too starry-eyed in con- 
sidering this album, a little too conscious of 
making a record. For instance, they took a 
harmless old reel called “Bank of Ireland,” 
which had always been a gas in concert, and 
made a real electric wah-wah spectacle out 
of it, retitling it, appropriately enough, 
“Robbery with Violins.” This is no stunt for 
a Steeleye to pull. 

On the whole, though, the slight sprinkle 
of stardust really becomes them. “One Misty 
Moisty Morning” has got to be one of the 
happiest songs on record anywhere, Maddy 
Prior’s reading of the whimsical wedding 
plot underscored by the rippling mandolin. 
“Alison Gross” and “The Wee Wee Man” 
rock like no other fairy tales — being English 
folk magic rather than the Hollywood sort, 
these tunes carry an air that Steeleye takes to 
well. Maddy’s vocal and Peter Knight’s 
arrangement of the ecstatic “Weaver and the 
Factory Maid’ are magical in themselves; 
the shine in Maddy’s voice shows that she 
really understands the dream. In fact, the 
truer they are to their own music, the better 
they become, and the more deserving of 
fame and fortune despite the plots of Big 
Business. If anything, they’re better for the 
knowledge that they have an audience, a true 
one and growing. So get this album quick; it 
might be your last chance to say you knew 
them when.

ONYX REISSUE SERIES 


Heard any good sessions on Dial, 
Gotham, Mills Music, Signal or Jerry 
Newman’s private tape collection lately? 
The first four names above were small, in- 
dependent jazz labels active in the forties" 
and fifties, while the late Jerry Newman 
was the first jazz enthusiast to haunt with 
portable recording equipment the clubs

and after-hours spots where bop was 
spawned. Don Schlitten, who brought 
music from similarly obscure sources to 
Prestige’s catalogue in the late sixties, has 
formed Onyx Records for the specific pur- 
pose of placing this long unavailable and 
often unissued music onto public circula- 
tion. 

But do we need another reissue series, 
you may ask? I have complained, perhaps 
excessively, in the past of the 
questionable ethics of reissuing material, 
much of which was still available in other 
forms, as an alternative to the recording 
of active musicians (and without any 
economic benefit to those whose old recor- 
dings reappear). But Onyx, like its sibling 
label Muse, is different. The gloss of 
elaborate packaging is avoided, albums 
are assembled with intelligence and a 
proper spirit for detail (would any other 
label couple sessions originally recorded 
in stereo and mono on a single album 
without rechanneling the latter?), and the 
music, the final justification for any 
reissue project, is mainly rare, quality 
jazz that deserves attention. It’s good that 
all of those fabled Mingus records are 
resurfacing and nice to have more than 
enough Billie Holiday around, but Onyx 
demonstrates that there are many 
musicians of stature that have been 
neglected in the recent shuffle. 

The Foremost! (Onyx 201), for in- 
stance; four saxophonists who were 
among the first to pick up on the messages 
of Bird and Pres, three tenors (Teddy 


Edwards, Dexter Gorden, Wardell Gray) 


and baritonist Leo Parker. Edwards and 
Gordon are heard in a 1947 tenor battle 
after Teddy blows a solo blues. The pair 
are well, matched, with Edwards’ greater 
speed and raucous exuberance a good con- 
trast to Dexter’s more relaxed and more 
finished conception. Leo Parker’s 1950 
sextet is heavily laced with R&B, but the 
baritone always cooks, turns surprisingly 
lyrical on “Solitude,” and occasionally 
gives ground for some bluesy piano by 
young Kenny Drew. The four Wardell 
Gray tracks, recorded in 1955 shortly 
before his bizarre death, are the most 
valuable. Gray is the closest to Lester 
Young of the horns here, and like Pres he 
was one of the era’s great melodists. In the 
company of five alert Chicago sidemen, 
Gray is constantly warm and inventive. 

The aforementioned joining of 1947 
mono and 1964 stereo occurs on Big 
Bands! (202), an uneven set with the best 
moments coming from the soloists. The 
first side contains two sessions which 
attempted to recreate the popular Mills 
Blue Rhythm Band of the Depression era, 
with all compositions and arrangements 
by Van Alexander. Some of the writing on 
the first date is truly embarrassing, es- 
pecially the bebop number, and Charlie 
Shavers does his usual trumpet show- 
boating.- There is, however, Lucky 
Thompson on tenor and Stan Getz’ only 
recorded alto solo. The second session, 
with improved charts, has Juan Tizol and 
Barney Kessel, two good trumpeters and 
much of the marvelous alto of Jimmy 
Lunceford alumnus Willie Smith. Louis 
Bellson, the one drummer-band leader 
who writes his own music, attempts a 
more general Swing-inspired revival on 
side two. The charts are clean if not par- 
ticularly clever, and folks like Harry 
Edison and Harold Land contribute good 
solos. Bellson, a much heralded band 
drummer, is a bit too right-on-the-beat 
for my tastes. 

52nd Street: Volume 1 (203) succeeds, 
like a similar set which Schlitten produc- 
ed for RCA Vintage last year, because a 
typical record date of the time, which only 
fills half an album side, will often sound 
most interesting when not collected with 
three similar dates of similar construction 
by the same artist. All of this music was 
recorded between September, 1945 and 
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October, 1946, and note the abundance of 
jazz talent that found itself in im- 
aginative groupings on the small labels of 
the time. The front line of clarinetist 
Tony Scott’s septet contains Dizzy 
Gillespie, Trummy Young and Ben 
Webster, and young Sarah Vaughan sings 
a lovely “All Too Soon.” The trio of 
bassist Slam Stewart is characteristically 
high-spirited, with a comer on piano nam- 
ed Erroll Garner. Don Byas, the greatest 
of Coleman Hawkins’ disciples, leads a 
quartet in one of his best sessions from his 
best period, with the excellent Johnny 
Guarnieri and Big Sid Catlett on Piano 
and drums. Catlett leads a séptet and,like 
Louis Bellson, reveals his writing talents; 
his aids include Billy Taylor, Tyree Glenn 
and the great Coleman Hawkins. If for 
nothing else than the chance to compare 
the tenors of Ben, Byas and Bean, this is 
highly recommended collection. — 

The example of post-Bird bebop in 
Onyx’ initial fivesome is The Red Arrow 


(204), under the leadership of trumpeter ~ 


Red Rodney. Looking like Mickey Rooney 
imitating Bix Beiderbeck in the cover 
photog, Rodney is the exceptional 
trumpeter from Philly who followed Miles 
Davis in Charlie Parker’s quintet. His 
solos are economical and intelligent on 
this 1957 session which Rodney shares 
with Ira Sullivan, the Chicago tenor and 
trumpet legent who was also overlooked in 
large measure because white musicians 
were just not supposed to play this well. 
The rhythm sections are a bit better 
known (Tommy Flanagan, Oscar Pet- 
tiford, Philly Joe or Elvin Jones) and the 
music is fine, mature bop. 

The prize of the batch, however, and 
technically not a reissue at all, is God is in 
the House (205), Jerry Newman’s 1940 
and 1941 tapes of Art Tatum. Probabiy 
the most technically accomplished per- 
former jazz has ever seen on any instru- 
ment, the pianist matched dazzling 
technique with a complex conception that 
sought out. advanced harmonic and 
rhythmic combinations -and anticipated 
much that blossomed into more modern 
forms. The thirteen tracks here have 
Tatum playing solo and with others, at 
home and in after-hours clubs, on blues 
. and pop tune changes, accompanying 
vocalists and singing a blues or two 


himself. A more complete portrait of 
Tatum couldn’t be imagined, from the 
meticulously shaped solo “Georgia on My 
Mind” which opens, to the tour de force 
wailing on the closing “Sweet Georgia 
Brown” with trumpet master Frank New- 
ton. From the first “Georgia” to the last, 
the music of Art Tatum should stun the 
most jaded ears. We can only thank God 
that Jerry Newman and tape machine 
were in the house when Tatum’s piano 
realized the divine.

Family: ANYWAY (United Artists UAS- 
5527) 


In England people have the happy facility 
for taking their music very seriously and 
almost too frivolously at the same time. This 
is what allows “Rocket Man” and a football 
cheer or a charming little ditty about gar- 
bage men to occupy the charts at the same 
time. In England, unlike America, Family 
are a huge success, based on their ability to 
play great music that doesn’t beat its breast, 
or lapse into silliness, leaving everyone free 
to take pleasure in it. 

The first side of this album is live, and live 
Family is a monster. The selection here, 
which was released in England two years 
ago, shows the versatility of a band that 
plays roughly two dozen instruments and 
consciously molds the tonal colors of the 
songs with them. “‘Good News — Bad News’”’ 
features two totally different characteristics 
of the same guitar, coupled with what seems 
to be an electric glockenspiel playing some 
interesting leads. Fronting the whole is 


Roger Chapman, with a fearsome voice 
which is the only constant in Family’s sound, 
but here he outdoes himself and sings with 
ultimate energy. In ‘Willow Tree” he’s 
restrained, sounding merely husky. The tune 
is mostly a quiet club sort of tune on piano 
and violin. “Holding the Compass’’ is a very 
catchy tune centered around two amazing 


~. guitar riffs, and ‘Strange Band” is pure 


power, recalling ‘Peace of Mind.” That’s 
the reason to cherish this album. 

The studio side is weaker, for two reasons: 
first, that without the stimulus of an 
audience and the roughness of a show, Chap- 
man’s voice becomes too perfect and begins 
to sound like a mechanical bleat, and second, 
that the formal structure of Family songs is 
so complex. This means that they need to be 
listened to several times before they make 
sense, before the logic becomes apparent. 
This also confuses the songs among 
themselves, particularly the title track and 
the two songs immediately following, the 
slapstick “Normans” and the understated 
“Lives and Ladies,”’ which contains the best 
reasons for pacifism everexpressed in a song. 
They also tell of the vagabond life on the 
road in ‘Part of the Load,” a Family song 
that started from blues but was vastly 
different when Family got through with it. 
Lastly, there’s a whimsical love song called 
“In My Own Time,” which is not on the 
British release of the album — too bad, 
because it’s typical British humor. But again, 
it’s quite subtle, and especially pleasing to 
those whose favorite Family to date is “Larf 
and Sing,” from Fearless..These songs are 
puzzling but rewarding, but it’s the live set 
that makes this lovely and truly long- 
aan. —Michael Bloom 


Larry Coryell: THE REAL GREAT 
ESCAPE (Vanguard 79329) 


I remember upon hearing my first Larry 
Coryell record how outraged I became when 
the jerk began singing. (And they make jokes 
about Leo Kottke’s singing.) Here was this 
16-cylinder guitarist whose taste was all in 
his hands, not his mouth, and he insisted on 
singing. He let up a little after that first 
record, but here he is singing again, like 
some criminal who comes out of hiding and 
hopes no one will remember his past. But 
even with Larry’s stupefying vocals, this is a 
tight, impressive and fun record. 


The Real Great Escape begins with some 
superfluous horns that lead into the first of 
several vaguely repellent vocals, devoid of 
nuance or understanding. Coryell sings like 
an idiot in a padded cell, or a man in a deep 
trance instructed to sing. Suddenly, Steve 
Marcus elbows his way in with soprano sax 
and saves the song with a limpid, striking 
solo touched with Sonny Fortune’s rippling 
grace, but somewhat simpler. Then Coryell 
delivers a socially acceptable guitar solo — 
the same notes Clapton would play in the 
same place, but with less effort. 

“Are You Too Clever” is the rock-bottom 
vocal on the disc —the words are nonsense. 
Coryell plays some Charlie Christian, some 
mandolin, and manages to string it all 
together convincingly. “Makes Me Wanna 
Shout”’ is a wild, gangly, precariously balanc- 
ed song which, like Coryell’s diverse solos, 
succeeds as a unit. This time, Coryell works 
at cleverly tuming the melody around in 
short blocks. There are two Jimmy Webb 
tunes which receive treatments far beyond 
their meager station in life, and the guitar 
peak of the fecord is a (mostly) instrumental 
called “Scotland II’, wherein Coryell rips 
open his guitar to deliver his version of hard 
rock — breath-takingly fast, shattering, 
suprising, but filled with good sense. Talk 
about logical playing, yet his blues also have 
demonic twists around the edges. 

If one accepts the singing as a ritualistic 
pagan accompaniment to the supreme art 
form of another culture, this record becomes 
a sonic masterpiece, one of the definitive 
statements of perverted pop music, next to 
early Mothers and Spike Jones.

So I said to myself, “If I get a chance to sit 
behind that desk, I can really tear it up.” I 
needed someone who believed in me and 
could support me. I met Al Nevins in 
1959. And I had been hocking Al for a few 
months: “Let’s go into business, we'll 
build the biggest in music publishing. 
We'll build the new Lerner and Loewe.” (I 
really believed it and eventually wound 
up doing some of it.) 

One day I met with Al — he had a little 
office at 1650 Broadway, probably as big 
as my john right now — and he said, “OK, 
let’s team up.” We started a firm, Aldon 
Music, in ’59. The concept was very sim- 
ple. I thought that we would find the new 
Rogers and Hammersteins, Kerns and 
Porters. The music was changing and I 
thought the old publishers were getting a 
little passe, because everything at that 
time.was Cahn and Van Heusen, 
Livingston and Evans. There was a 
market for rock and rhythm ‘n’ blues I 
believed in tremendously, but nobody was 
making an impact there. Our office had 
been open ten days, I was cleaning up the 
place in shirtsleeves — I definitely looked 
like an office boy — and I get a knock on 
the door and in walks Neil Sedaka and 
{his lyricist] Howie Greenfield. They had 
visited Hill and Range, and other 
publishers, but no one listened to their 
songs. They said, ‘“‘We heard there’s a new 
office here. Who’s running it?’ I said, 
“I’m the man.” 

They go to the piano and proceed, as 
Bobby did in the past, to destroy me. He 
plays me “Stupid Cupid” — and five 
other hot songs of that era. I said, ‘Are 
you guys putting me on?” I couldn’t 
believe that nobody had signed them. I 
said “I’ve got a girl from New Jersey nam- 
ed Connie Francis I want you to meet.” 
Connie and Bobby were dating at the 
time, doing commercials. I went up to her 
with Neil and Howie and she agreed to do 
“Stupid Cupid.” Poof! I was a music 
publisher. 

As the weeks go by, I listen to Sedaka 
and I realize he can sing. So Al and I bring 
him over to RCA. One of the things we did 
was start the concept of independent 
production at the majors. We helped a kid 
named Tony Orlando, who’s hot today 
with a group called Dawn, to Epic, then 
we brought a kid named Barry Mann to 
ABC, and we had ‘‘Who Put the Bomp.” 
We put out ten records with Sedaka — 
ten top-tenners in a row. And we produc- 
ed and published them. Then through 
Weil, I met Carole Klein [King], she had 
done a record called “Oh Neil!” (in 
answer to “Oh Carol!’’). Like Neil, she 
was magic. She was playing the piano and 
singing but I saw magic in her writing. I 
signed Gerry |Goffin, her husband at the 
time] to a contract. I went to a chemistry 
lab in Brooklyn where Gerry was working 
and I said, “‘You’re crazy. You've got to 
quit being a chemist.’ I said to Carole, 
“I'll work with you on your tunes, I'll edit, 
I'll help as a publisher. You bring up the 
baby carriages, the playpens, and the girls 
will take care of the kids. Don’t worry.” 
She hit with “Will You Still Love Me 
Tomorrow” for the Shirelles, ““Take Good 
Care of My Baby,” and so on. We also had 
as writers Mann and Weill. 

Since at first we had no money we 
couldn't afford real offices, so we built of- 
fices only large enough for a piano where 
people could write. There was very strong 
competition. Carole was writing against 
Mann and Weill, Sedaka and Greenfield, 
which everyone felt was healthy. The 
secondary material, because of the com- 
petition, was still incredibly good, so we’d 
take it to somebody else and it would be a 
hit record. Better we should get it than 
another publisher. 

Then we started Dimension Records. 
My promotion man was Jerry Moss (now 
the “M” of A&M Records). We put out 
Carole’s “Locomotion” with Little Eva. 
Carole wrote the demo with her babysitter 
which we were originally going to give to 
De De Sharp or Chubby Checker, but the 
demo was incredible; I put it out and it 
went 2 million. Then we put out The 
Cookies’ “‘Don’t Say Nothing Bad About 
My Baby.” Then Carole recorded “It 
Might as Well Rain Until September,” 
which was huge all over the world. Berry 
Gordy came up to me at a BMI dinner 
about that time and said, ‘What an 
operation. We're going to do things like 
that.” 

When I was 28 years old, I sold my com- 
pany to Columbia Pictures for x million 


dollars. Pretty exciting for a 28 year old 
kid. It was nice to show my parents the 
check. But in addition to that, it offered 
me a whole bunch of new areas for the 
writers. We had gotten everything in the 
world and we wanted to get into pictures 
and television. I became president of the 
Columbia Pictures-Screen Gems Televi- 
sion Music Division, which meant I ran 
the record company, which at the time 
was a disaster called Colpix Records. We 
changed it to Colgems, put the Monkees 
on it, and turned the bottom line to 2 
million profit. We had all publishing. For 
every picture made I would pick the com- 
posers. Born Free, for example, To Sir 
With Love, Bacharach and David’s “The 
Look of Love” from Casino Royale. Every 
television show: The Monkees, I Dream of 
Jeanie, Hazel, The Flying Nun, and on 
and on. In the fourth year, 1966, they re- 
signed me to a ten-year contract. I just at 
that time re-signed Carole King, Mann 
and Weill for ten years, David Gates, the 
lead singer of Bread, for six years. That 
year I got fired. It was a year I had sold 8 
million albums with the Monkees, three 
number-one Monkees singles, and we 
received the Academy Award for “Born 
Free.” The main problem was that I had 
30% of nothing before I hit with the 
Monkees, but by 1966 30% of the gross 
was earning me over a million dollars a 
year as a company employee. I was ear- 
ning four times more than the president of 
Columbia Pictures, and my division was 
earning more money than the parent com- 
pany. I was getting vibrations that they 
didn’t want to pay me the money, and it 
got uncomfortable. We were making more 
money than Brian Epstein. so I couldn’t 
fathom how that could happen. I wound 
up eventually with the biggest settlement 
in the history of Columbia Pictures. I had 
resigned all my writers, money was com- 
ing in for Columbia, naturally even if I 


left. 


At the time it was a traumatic ex- 
perience. Here I built up Carole; Lou 
Adler, who worked with me at Aldon; Neil 
Diamond, who did background voices for 
The Monkees when the kids didn’t show; 
Allen Klein, who has his own style, but 
Allen Klein was my accountant, we went 
to college together, and I got him into the 
music business . . . . You get emotionally 
involved with your artists, and they’re 
taken away from you. It’s not the plum- 
bing business; it’s flesh and blood that 
turns you on when they create. And it’s 
obvious that once they’re established they 
can go on without you.

TBP: You have the North American 
rights to the Beatles’ publishing? 

DK: I was handling Lennon’s and 
McCartney’s under a term situation, but 
we really felt a few months ago the situa- 
tion was up. We feel, in the future, we’re 
going to build with much more and it 
doesn’t pay to be in a 50-50 situation with 
Lew Grade [head of ATV, Britain’s 
Commercial television network] when we 
figure a Carole King is much more 
lucrative to us. Though, forgetting about 
the people we discovered, we also publish 
Bacharach and David and have all the 
Alan Jay Lerner rights. 

Copyrights to me are like gold; they’re 
like this building — annuities. I do 
“Sugar Sugar” with the Archies and 
Wilson Pickett does it. Steve Lawrence’s 
“Go Away Little Girl” is re-done by the 
Osmonds. 

TBP: You'd rather invest in future 
musicians than buy outright a chunk of 
copyrights? 

DK: It depends on the situation. It’s 
much more exciting, as a creative 
publisher, and lucrative, if we build our 
own, whereas ATV exists as a holding 
company to buy rights. In the former case 
we have 100‘c, more longevity — I don’t 
have to worry about whether Lennon and 
McCartney work together again, or if 
Paul’s working with Linda and maybe 
he’s not writing so good... . 

TBP: Let’s say Carole cut a demo and 
it didn’t sound right to you. Would you 
tell her to go back and re-work it? 

DK: Absolutely. I don’t think I could 
tell her any more, but I did in those days. 
For example, when they brought in “Will 
You Still Love Me Tomorrow” it ran 
about 4 minutes, 50 seconds. We’d edit 
and cut, I'd say, “You need a different 
hook there”’ . . . but the song was there. It 
was their talent.

TBP: You’re now involved in television 
production through the Jn Concert series. 

DK: In Concert has been very gratify- 
ing, and not just because of the ratings. I 
believed that there was a place for rock 
music on national TV. ABC came to me 
because they thought maybe I could land 
an Alice Cooper or a J. Geils. Anyone can 
get variety artists, but you can’t get the 
rock artists unless you have a relationship 
with a Frank Barsalona, [head of Premier 
Talent booking agency] or a Dee Anthony 
[manager of J. Geils and Humble Pie] or a 
Shep Gordon, [Alice Cooper’s manager] 
who will say, “Donny, I'll do it for you, 
but you better deliver” — with the mixing 
of the sound, etc. We’ve had no problem 
whatsoever acquiring major talent. Of 
course, one of the major factors has been 
the stereo simulcast, which we suggested. 
The artist will work for scale, $360, 
because I’ve convinced them they will 
make it up through the new viewing 
audience. They’ll be able to sell an extra 
50 to 100 grand worth of records. Why 
shouldn’t rock, which does 50% of CBS’s 
business, a billion dollar industry, have a 
place on TV, when there’s one for Flip 
Wilson or Phyllis Diller? I fought for 
oldies, Chuck Berry, on the first show, 
though ABC has the final say in program- 
ming. I knew that nostalgia was coming 
back again because it’s a whole new 
generation. 

TBP: Did you have any trouble selling 
Mahavishnu? 

DK: I told them they were 80 on the 
charts with a bullet, it’s a new sound, 
they’re interesting, they’re a class act, 
wait till you see the drummer .. . the 
whole thing. 

TBP: How much of what you put out 
grows out of your own tastes? 

DK: I try to have the tastes of the 
American people. I can’t really please 
myself. I may be into classical music, but 
I couldn’t sell it to all the American peo- 
ple. What I try to do is spot trends. I try to 
look at things as a layman because I 
started out as a layman. I’d love to put on 
a new Beatles before they break. Some of 


these people are so oeverpowering it’s 
hard to miss them. When they get to the 
piano, you get chills or fall apart. He may 
be difficult to direct, but he’s got it. He’s 
either got to be hit by a car, or come under 
bad direction not to. 


TBP: You speak about the power of 
these personalities, yet you’re also the 
person who has invented groups, like the 
Archies, who have no personality. They’re 
completely the creation of a producer. 

DK: I can tell you why. Everything that 
I’ve done has had a psychological and 
sociological impact on the market. When I 
did a group called the Monkees it was a 
very simple concept. I was doing the 
Beatles on TV. The Beatles were getting 
married, splitting up. There was no 
touchable image. And I knew that if the 
public had a touchable image it would 
work. 

When I did the Archies, there was war, 
the economy was bad. Archie represented 
home and family. Ten years before were 
the Chipmunks. All I was doing was 
Archie, Jughead and Veronica. Carole 
King, I believe, had a great shot when 
Janis Joplin died [Kirshner had separated 
from her by this time], because people 
were going into softer, more pleasant 
sounds and she filled a void. I don’t just 
do records. I think out a whole psychology 
of what’s right. I’m doing a Western rock 
musical for television; country and 
western music is huge right now. I’m also 
doing a multi-media group called 
Hereatter — four kids who die and come 
back to earth — the supernatural, the oc- 
cult. With Barry Mann, we did “Who Put 
the Bomp,” which he didn’t even want to 
record — he called it silly nonsense. But I 
said, “It’s a novelty hit. The country’s 
ready to laugh.” I believed in a property, 
Love Story, because I believed even before 
the book came out that the country was 
ready to cry. 

When Herbie Alpert came out, you 
knew there was going to be a Santana to 
follow. To me, everything is a reincarna- 
tion of the past. Tom Jones is Elvis, 
Simon and Garfunkel are the Everly 
Brothers. 

TBP: You use the fifties as a beginning 
point. Is there ever going to be another 
beginning point? 

DK: He may not last, but I have a 
meeting in five minutes with Deodato. If 
he’s handled correctly, he could combine 
a jazz and latin image. He’s got a feel and 
a move and a groove on that record 
[‘‘2001”’] which is incredible. He came to 
me five or six months ago, and I fell apart, 
but I wasn’t equipped to sign him. Gam- 
ble and Huff walked in four or five years 
ago, but I wasn’t equipped, and I don’t 
sign people just to sign them. I told them 
they’re going to be big, but you can’t tie a 
kid up to a contract and do nothing for 
him. 

The easiest way to build a major force 
today is on television. That’s why I stay 
with multi-media acts. The other way is a 
natural, phenomenal force. If I sit in this 
office waiting, I may miss it. If somebody 
calls me to a pub in England and I hear “I 
Want to Hold Your Hand” — I’ll love it. 
But I can’t wait. I’ve either got to create it 
or nurture it.

‘constant screaming of females in the 
audience drowning out almost every 
song), long before his association with 
Gamble and Huff, the formation of the 
Iceman’s Band, the Writers Workshop 
and Brenda Lee Eager. At Paul’s Mall 
there wasn’t even the usual introductory 
fanfare: the lights were off, the band 
‘played a few licks and there he was, like 
the warmup singer in a review. He ran 
through medium tempo favorites like 
“Are You Happy” and “Moody Woman” 
without even acknowledging the 
audience. Jerry admittedly was a good 
singer, possessor of a great voice, but he 
could have been lip synching: he was just 


going through the motions. Then it. 


happened. A few words of thanks to 
everybody for coming, a joke from 


somebody in the band that brought out. 


his big, wide grin, some comments about 
Dionne Warwicke, Burt Bacharach, the 
song that followed and BOOM. One step 
back from the mike, eyes closed, and from 
what seemed like the basement of Paul’s 
Mall came that baritone, ‘Breaking up is 
soooo very hard to do... .”” The woman at 
the next table screamed “Oh Lord,” 
somebody else hollered “Grab all the 
women” and the chills shot from feet 


straight up to my neck. The rest of the 
night the audience was eating out of his 
hand. Jerry showed no mercy. 

Brenda Lee Eager was brought out from 
the female vocal group, Peaches, to duet 
with Jerry. For those of you who are 
bemoaning Linda Jones’ death, keep your 
eyes and ears on Brenda Lee Eager. From 
a tiny 5’1” frame comes this voice that 
just goes up...and up...and up. By the 
time ‘“‘Ain’t Understanding Mellow” was 
finished, Paul’s Mall looked more like a 
Baptist storefront. Even the meek and 
timid were hollering. But the Iceman 
wasn’t done yet. All week long there had 
been a running discussion of singers vs. 
stylists, or as Jerry says, “who has pipes 
and who doesn’t.” In the middle of “For 
Your Precious Love” he just walked away 
from the mike and sang the rest of the 
song without amplification. The effect 
was devastating, though I’m not even sure 
why. Maybe it has something to do with 
eliminating the artificial barrier between 
audience and performer that a 
microphone helps create. It even brought 
an odd kind of frailty and preciousness to 
Jerry’s stage presence. He walked off with 
the same lack of fanfare that he had 
entered with, into the dressing room ready 
to face the autograph seekers and well 
wishers. Without gimmicks, flash, dances 
or routines Jerry Butler had captivated 
another audience, just as he’s done for 
years. And he didn’t even break into a 
sweat. 
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Theatre: How Private Style Goes Publick

Don Colucci is the only person I have 
ever interviewed who read to me. But 
perched on a kind of lawnchair, an island 
in the sea of clutter that is his backstage 
office at the Publick Theatre, his recita- 
tion of a section of John Geilgud’s “Stage 
Directions” seemed the most natural 
thing in the world for a young director to 
be doing. As for the mess, it is the same 
one that invariably surrounds the stage 
director when in the early morning hours 
he masquerades as administrator, leading 
you to wonder how he ever manages to 
also arrange actors on a stage. 

I hadn’t realized that the Publick 
Theatre site on Soldiers Field Road in 
Brighton had such an infamous history. 
But apparently there was in the late fif- 
ties a “festival” of sorts, housed in a huge 
hardtopped tent on that very spot. The 
festival site was chosen by Tyrone 
Guthrie no less and hosted the likes of 
Jason Robards, Marcel Marceau and Mr. 
Geilgud, who chronicled the whole horri- 
ble experience in his book. It appeared 
that an attempt was made to present the 
classics under conditions, if Geilgud is to 
be trusted, unfit for “Barefoot In the 
Park.” The tent leaked. The aisles were 
muddy. No one could be heard. The heat 
was unbearable. Geilgud was not im- 
pressed — in fact, he resolved to swear off 
festivals for good. Apparently there is a 
level of stardom at which the artist no 
longer regards suffering as inspirational, 
mandatory or even tolerable. 

There is not a whole lot to show for the 
alleged million dollars plowed by the 
MDC into this arts complex in the park. 
The Cambridge Drama Festival’s tent has 
long since bitten the dust and the 
Institute of Contemporary Art’s aban- 
doned gallery (which looks curiously like a 
lecture hall) serves as winter head- 
quarters for Colucci’s troupe. The Publick 
performs outdoors in the summer. 

Theatres seldom make any money but 
the Publick, now entering its third year 
and still growing, is unique in that it 
hasn’t tried to. “I believe that a theatre 
has to have a philosophy just like a 
production has to have a concept,’’ says 
its Artistic Director. The Publick is 
geared to novel presentations of the 
classics, and they think that theatre 
should be free. 

In the summer of 1970 Colucci had just 
arrived in Beantown to direct a friend’s 
play at the Loeb Ex (cited by Larry Stark 
as “‘the worst production of the season” an 
estimation even the director shared). 
That disaster behind him, Colucci 
launched the Publick Theatre with one 
show, a borrowed MDC site, no lights and 
the wardrobe from the Hartford Stage 
Company’s ‘‘Rosencrantz and 
Gildernstern Are Dead.’’ ‘‘We chose 
Comedy of Errors because it was 
Shakespeare’s shortest play. Then we 
started at seven and had to rush through 
it before 8:30 when the sun went down.” 
But the idea of a free, outdoor theatre 
with a fresh, no-mothballs approach to 
Shakespeare caught on, 3000 people 
showed up that summer to see the 
makeshift young company perform, and 
the MDC offered its sponsorship. “And 
the rest is history,” Colucci adds wishful- 


ly with a dramatic flourish and an ironic 
smile. 

Then he laughs. “The truth is that I’m 
healthily undeluded. I don’t think we’re 
very good, but we’re getting better. You 
can’t get the finest actors and craftsmen 
when you aren’t prepared to pay them. I 
need to work with people who can act — 
that’s why I left teaching. And I believe 
that the quality of your work is sadly 
dependent on financial resources. But as 
we become better known, we attract 
better people to audition. No, we’re not 
the Royal Shakespeare yet, but when we 
are you can rest assured I'll be the first to 
let you know.” 

And financially things are getting 
better all the time. Colucci had asked me 
over to tell me about a $1,000 grant from 
Polaroid which he hoped would scantily 
cover production expenses for the 
summer. And while I was sitting there 
chatting with him, a call came through 
with the word that he could announce 
another grant, this one for $2000 from the 
Mass. Council on the Arts and 
Humanities. “Oh my god,” he marveled, 
“Salaries!” 

Some of the funds are earmarked for 
improvements on the vaguely 
Elizabethan outdoor stage complex that 
the company built itself last summer. 
And eventually they intend to put in some 
steeply banked seating which will partial- 
ly alleviate the acoustical problems 
presented by an outdoor theatre and will 
certainly be more comfortable than sit- 
ting on the blacktop. 

Box office receipts seldom provide suf- 
ficient means to run a theatre, but the 
Publick is still holding to its free admis- 
sion policy, compromising only to the 
point of slipping you an envelope which 
suggests an optional donation. But even 
with the 200% markup on cokes and can- 
dy and those donations, its got to be 
tough. So these grants are particularly 
important. And it looks as though the 
Publick whose work has always been in- 
teresting if uneven is aver the hump and 
that the rest of us will be enjoying a free 
theatre for a while. 

Certainly Colucci has no plans to fold. 
He already has a season planned for the 
bicentennial, evening by evening! “We'll 
open with Hamlet, and we’re doing an 
original. Hopefully, Robert Lowell or 
John Updike will be commissioned to do a 
play on a New England subject for the 
bicentennial. We’ve been talking a great 
deal with Boston 200, the Mayor’s office 
arm of the bicentennial operation.” 
They’re thinking seriously about a pilot 
transportation program in anticipation of 
the summer of ’76 pinch. Plans under con- 
sideration include a boatride from down- 
town and a bus to the theatre which 
would leave from Harvard Square. 

And Don Colucci’s Publick plans don’t 
stop with boatrides. He hopes eventually 
to build a real theatre on the MDC site 
and to use the present facility as a lab for 
the production of new, unproduced plays. 
“I have so many new plays on my desk 
right now that are worth doing, most of 
them by local playwrights. There’s one 
I’m just dying to do. It’s about an 
astronaut who has his living room done up

like a lunar module and will only com- 
municate with his family by walkie- 
talkie. It’s really hilarious.” In an effort to 
combine his enthusiasm for the classics 
with a desire to do new plays, Colucci 
recently directed a verse adaptation of the 
Odyssey by unknown and certainly 
promising local playwright, John Chatter- 
ton. 

Which brings me around to his fixation 
on primarily Elizabethan and Jacobean 
drama. Given that you want to do the 
classics, I wondered, how do you deter- 
mine what is and what ain’t. Colucci is 
more flexible than I thought he might be. 
‘*A classic, I guess, is a play that has given 
a great many people pleasure over a long 
period of time. There are some modern 
plays that will most certainly become 
classics, and I’d like to do them. Godot is 


one, and probably Death of a Salesman.” 


What about Ibsen and Chekhov? ‘‘Well, 
in the first place they’re hard to do with 


such a young company. And the way I 
work is pretty intuitive; I wait until the 
idea strikes me before choosing to do a 
play, any play. It seems more natural 
than deciding on a play and then im- 
posing a concept. I just saw Fantasia for 
example, and I got several ideas for plays 
I'd like to do. Now I’ll think about them 
for a while.” 

It is pretty obvious that Colucci looks 
upon the theatre as a director’s medium 
and that he is the personal powerhouse 
behind the Publick’s survival and growth. 
I have heard it said that all his shows look 
alike, a suggestion at which he bristles. 
“That’s inevitable if you have any kind of 
personal style.’”’ And Colucci has style. 
Last summer he did a Twelfth Night in 
which all the characters were costumed 
like ragdolls and played as zanies. “I 
realized 6 months later that the makeup 
was all wrong.”” But many of his shows 
bear a kind of sinister stamp, he is acutely 
aware of the importance of texture, and 
despite his fondness for tightly budgeted 
spectacle, there is a ritual flavor to the 
work that makes the trappings in- 
consequential. 

Since it is obvious in any Colucci 
production that he works from broad con- 
cepts, I asked him to tell me what he has 
up his sleeve for Much Ado About 
Nothing and Cyril Tourneur’s The 
Revenger’s Tragedy which, along with a 
revival of last fall’s commedia dell’arte 
Servant of Two Masters, will comprise the 
summer repertory. “Well,” he tosses out 
matter-of-factly, “I’m doing Much Ado as 
a Three Musketeers classic comic book.” 

On the subject of The Revenger's 
Tragedy he is not so concise. “It is really 
THE blood and lust extravaganza of the 
period. It’s very dark, corruption feeding 
on corruption, but there is comedy as 
well. Black comedy. Probably if Harold 
Pinter had been a Jacobean, he would 
have written Revenger’s Tragedy. (Alas, 
it must herewith be noted that Donald 
Colucci is not wholly rational about Mr. 
Pinter, the result of a personal rejection. 
Several years ago, just out of the Universi- 
ty of Nebraska with his M.A. in his hand, 
Colucci cornered Pinter on the staircase 
in the Musix Box Theatre in New York 
and tried to get him to read his thesis — 
all about Pinter, of course. “He couldn’t 
have cared less.” Colucci shakes his 
head.) 

“Revenger’s Tragedy is very Jacobean 
but with a slight twist that makes it horri- 
ble. The Elizabethans and the 
Jacobeans tended to equate Italy with 
lust and decadence and bloodletting. 
Hence, the play’s Italian setting. We in- 
tend to do it fairly straightforwardly but 
with the same kind of twists. For exam- 
ple, we intend to use period music with a 
synthesizer to distort it just a little. Of 
course the danger with anything this ex- 
cessive is to overdo it and make it a 
parody of itself. I don’t want that.” 

The Publick Theatre’s summer season 
opens June 26th and 27th. The plays will 
run in rotating repertory. And as I noted 
the first time I visited the Publick 
Theatre, its the only place in town where 


you can get something that really is

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Photography: Worlds Near and Nether

There is probably an old adage about 
the incompatibility of combining artist 
and art critic in one body. No doubt based 
in some conservative desire to pigeonhole 
whenever possible, this tenet does have 
some validity, since most artists regard 
critics as at best good publicity and most 
critics are at best interested but in- 
capable. Art critics, however, can’t un- 
derstand photography. Doddering old art 
historians who hand out credentials to 
critics make a big point of explaining 
again and again that painting is art but 
not if it looks like photography, and 
photography can never be art because 
they have a camera themselves. Ignorance 
can be malignant, but in any event the 
result of all this is that most photo critics 
are either photographers or black sheep 
art historians. Jonathan Goell, photo 
critic for The Globe, recently put himself 
on the spot at the Panopticon Gallery on 
Bay State Road. This afforded me an op- 
portunity to meet him amid his own ef- 
forts and talk photographer to 
photographer, critic to critic, 
photographer to critic, etc. 


Goell holds a fine arts degree from 
Boston University. He has worked as a 
photojournalist for The Globe and 
currently teaches sketching. He recently 
produced a Polaroid funded still photo 
documentary on the New England Home 
For Little Wanderers and has now decid- 
ed to explore a more personalized form of 
photography. The work displayed at 
Panopticon reflects the fact that he has 
art covered from numerous angles. The 
show was themeless and gave examples of 
success and failure within the format of at 
least two divergent approaches to 
photography. 

This one show included a few shots 
from his Little Wanderers project, some 
street shots taken in Rome, a texture 
study of a tree stump and some distur- 
bingly empty lawn furniture. Part of the 
show was straight photojournalism, part 
was straight design photography and part 
defied classification. 

Which orientation does Geoll feel is 
more valuable as photography? He 
doesn’t know and isn’t sure it’s fair to 
judge. Either type is capable of fulfilling 
an inward need or communicating to the 
viewer. It depends on the people involved. 


Does he think his tree stump shot is a 
cliche, and does he think that design 
photography lends itself to cliche? No and 
yes.

— it’s a memory jog, and intriguing 
shape.

Does he think still life is the easy way in 
for people who are afraid of personal in- 
volvement. — instant success because 
sand and tree stumps are “fine art” sub- 
jects whose credibility can be mis- 
translated into validity? Could be. Per- 
sonally he loves photojournalism and has 
no compunctions about pointing a camera 
at a stranger’s face. Abstract and design 
photography are by definition more per- 
sonal and introspective. He sees it as 
something he has to go through — an ap- 
proach to photography that is valuable for 
him to explore. He is critical of phoney 
fine art and just as tired as anybody of 
seeing the same thing fifty times in one 
show but refuses to write anything off 
completely. He’ll never go totally one way 
or the other. 

What Goell says about himself is ob- 
viously true. His style is mixed and 
therefore styleless. For this reason a 


another so we are less impressed than we 
should be. 

All his work has a heavy design orienta- 
tion. The prints he dislikes are those that 
lack this. His show looks like it was put 
together by a combination artist and 
photo critic — an illustrated lecture on 
photo art with illustrations by the author. 
It’s frightening for a critic to stop pon- 
tificating and produce, so there is a self 
consciousness about this show that is 
usually absent from the hangings of 
“pure” photographers. It is a one man 
show but we would have as easily believed 
a three man collection. Be that as it may, 
whatever confusion may have disturbed 
this show’s audience was, at least from a 
critic’s point of view, valuable and 
educational. 


Disgusting People 


The Boston Film Center, 25 Church St., 
Boston, is currently showing a collection 
of recent photographs by Lawson Little 


the theme of which can best be described 
as “disgusting people in their natural en- 
vironment.” Little is a fairly capable 
photographer whose style was almost 
apologetically described by the Film 
Center’s director as ‘‘RISD strobe 
school.’”’ Most people will feel obligated to 
say this show is fantastic. A better adjec- 
tive would be remarkable. 

It is unavoidable that Little’s 
photography be compared to the work of 
Diane Arbus of whom he gives a 
reasonable imitation. He photographs 
people we find bizarre and/or pathetic — 
pimps, transvestites, prostitutes and 
drunks. He shoots them square format, 
head on and overlit — a treatment which 
can in no way be considered sympathetic. 
The prints are shocking, sad, sickening or 
frightening. These effects could result 
from the choice of subjects alone, but 
what really impresses us is not so much 
the pictures themselves but the fact that 
Little took his camera places most of us 
would have the good sense to stay away 


EF from and made a point of meeting and 


talking to people we would cross the street 
to avoid. The fascination with how he got 
the pictures is almost more interesting 
than the people he photographed. 

Little’s photography provides a 
vicarious link between our safe world and 
its outcasts. The pictures were taken from 
the outside, however. Little is undeniably 
one of us peering through to the other side 
as though visiting a zoo. The end result is 
that we know little more about the people 
he photographs than that they exist. 
Beyond that these images reflect our fear 
and hatred of the nether world without 
doing anything to elucidate or to temper 
our feelings with understanding or humor. 

One thing should be made clear. Little 
had a perfect right to make these 
photographs. Censoring him for cruelity is 
unrealistic. Censoring him for inac- 
curacies of omission is unfair. These pic- 
tures show his subjects as he saw them 
and it would be unreasonable to ask more 
of any photographer. The show is unsettl- 
ing, and those who revel in self-disruption 
will defend it as a valuable expose of mid- 
dle class fears and resentments. The rest 
of us grow tired of being shown things we 
don’t want to see. Sometimes relevance is 
overplayed to the point where we can’t 
stand the strain. 
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don’t be. Simply pick up a bottle or two of 
RUDOLPH MULLER Liebfraumilch.

Books: Out Closets, Into the Fire

OUT OF THE CLOSETS: Voices of 
Gay Liberation edited by Karla Jay 
and Allen Young. Douglas paperback, 
$3.95, 403 pp. 

Out of the Closets: Voices of Gay 
Liberation is many things at once: a selec- 
tion of pivotal documents whose publica- 
tion marked turning points in the gay 
liberation movement (like “The Woman- 
Identified Woman”’); personal statements 
of pain, guilt, suffering, happiness; imper- 
sonal, programmatic analyses defining 
gay oppression, attributing blame, map- 
ping out future actions; interviews with a 
Black prisoner and a street transvestite, 
among others; grapplings with socialist 
politics; grapplings without socialist 
politics. 

The “voices” we hear in this volume 
speak with varying intonations, pitches, 
accents, and they explore different 
aspects of gay experience without 
reaching consensus. This is as it should 
be. An anthology is not the place to look 
for a coherent, fully worked out and con- 
sistent ideology. Out of the Closets 
suggest strongly, indeed, that no such 
collective theory is to be expected from 
the gay movement, now or for some time 
to come. Perhaps ironically, the divisions 
and uncertainties of the voices are most 
apparent in the section titled “Moving 
Together,” which maps out tentative 
directions for the future. 

Accordingly, the most valuable and in- 
teresting parts of the anthology are those 
in which a problem is approached from 
several different sides. The section called 
“Gay People vs. the ‘Professionals’” ex- 
amines the biases of the shrinks through 
the eyes of several unfortunate victims, 
but it also provides a brief glimpse of vic- 
timization from the other side, in some 
notes taken by a gay orderly in a private 
mental hospital. His efforts to reach out 
and touch the patients in an unconven- 
tional and ‘‘unprofessional’’ way are 
regarded with fear and contempt by the 
hospital staff. 


Here is a side of the gay experience we 
have been much less exposed to than the 
prejudices of fixated Freudians. Robbie 
Skeist’s “The Orderly” reminds us in a 
very concrete way that we gay people are 
not just misunderstood sufferers but per- 
sons whose special oppression allows us to 
understand the suffering of others and 
work to alleviate it. 

Fidel’s Cuba is the society many of us 
looked to as the model of human justice 
where freedom for all was a reality, not a 
grotesque myth. Some of the most 
fascinating pages in Out of the Closets 
concern gay perspectives on the Cuban 
Revolution and its relevance to gay peo- 
ple. A careful reading of “Cuba: Gay as 
the Sun” should lay to rest forever the 
paranoid fantasy of many straight 
socialists that the American gay com- 
munity has mounted a “massive, one- 
sided attack” on the Cuban Revolution. 
Nowhere have I read a more balanced and 
convincing defense of the Revolution than 
in the forum discussion published under 
the title “On the Venceremos Brigade” — 
convincing precisely because Cuba’s 
shortcomings are acknowledged, struggl- 
ed with, placed in perspective. I found it 
profoundly moving to hear a forum of gay 
brigadistas, all of whom had suffered per- 
sonally from their experiences in Cuba, 
attest to the vigor, beauty, and promise of 


the Revolution. Their questioner tries to | 


push an analogy between the treatment of 
gay people in Cuba and the Soviet Union, 
but all of them reject the comparison, in- 
sisting, in the words of one of them, that 
“Cuba has learned from Russian mis- 
takes.”” They make clear, as well, their 
conviction that Cuba has learned from 
their own painful presence there, as they 
learned from Cuba. 


The brigadistas’ ability to see gay op- 
pression within a larger context of social 
imbalances and displacements, however, 
is not at all the dominant note of this 
anthology. Far more common is what 
might be called a gay chauvinist perspec- 


tive that passes, I fear, for an ideology 
within much of the gay liberation move- 
ment without being grounded in any clear 
historical analysis. This view may take 
one of two equally distorted forms. 

The first makes a simple equation 
between sexism and capitalism. You'll 
find this equation, for «example, in a 
ridiculous statement by the Gay Revolu- 
tion Party. They’re responding to the out- 
rageous attack on homosexuality by the 
Cuban Congress on Education and 
Culture, which perhaps accounts for their 
hysteria and confusion. They say, ‘‘the 
only way to ensure a straight Cuba is to 
re-establish capitalism.” Bullshit. What 
evidence is there that Cuba was any 
“straighter” under Batista than under 
Castro? What evidence is there, on the 
other hand, that socialists are more sen- 
sitive to the needs and natures of gay peo- 
ple than capitalists? 

The problem here is that there’s a very 
close connection between the economic 
oppression of capitalism and the sexual 
oppression engaged in by every known 
society, but the two are not identical. 
Both manifest themselves by exploiting 
and dividing people; both profit from 
competition rather than cooperation. The 
main difference is that economic oppres- 
sion is specific and selective in its choice 
of victims, and the means of combatting 
it can be scientifically studied and 
methodically pursued; whereas sexual op- 
pression is universal in its appearance, 
and no one has yet found a cure for it. 


The dreary old economic determinists, 
of course, are certain that socialism is the 
quick and easy answer to all human 
problems, and straight socialists are fond 
of blandly telling gay people they will be 
assured of “freedom” come the Revolu- 
tion. The examples of the strides taken by 
the Cubans and Chinese in attacking sex- 
ism as it affects women are, unfortunate- 
ly, of little relevancy. Reports that 
homosexuals in China are put through 
“re-education” courses to cure them of 


their condition suggests that the Chinese, 
like the Cubans and all other peoples, suf- 
fer from a very imperfect understanding 
of human nature and the potential 
benefits of human differences to societies. 

This universal failing does not justify, 
however, the second form gay chauvinism 
takes — what might be called sexual 
determinism. According to this theory, 
sexism is root and branch of all that is 
wrong with the world. Thus, by this ac- 
count, to be gay and committed to ending 
gay oppression is inevitably a way of 
working to end all other forms of oppres- 
sion. Allen Young, in his preface to the 
anthology, says, ‘Gay liberation is a total 
revolutionary movement.” Yet this is 
patently untrue for the vast majority of 
gay people. Even if we interpret the state- 
ment as referring only to the small 
number of gay liberationists who are true 
revolutionaries, it is decidedly mis- 
leading. When gay liberationists join 
other oppressed people, when straight 
socialists and Third World fighters join 
gay liberationists, then we have a “total 
revolutionary movement.” 

Perhaps the most dangerous form gay 
chauvinism takes is the insistence that 
gay liberation takes precedence over and 
encompasses all other movement ac- 
tivities. In the same passage from his 
preface, Allen Young says, ‘“‘We do not get 
validated by our participation in anti-war 
marches; we join those marches because 
imperialist wars are sexist.’’ That seems 
to me a preposterous statement. Why do 
we as gay people need a gay reason to 
protest actions that call forth their own 
perfectly sufficient justifications for out- 
rage? If — and this is so — we don’t need 
to have our presence validated, why in- 
vent a lame and unconvincing validation? 
Gay people have correctly complained 
that straight observers regard us as sexual 
entities, with no other interests or 
qualities, but we invite just that distor- 
ting viewpoint by arguing as Allen Young 
does here.
